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REPORT OF THE BOARD. 



To the Governor: 

With the limited power given to the Board of Health, being 
only advisory in many instances, it has established sanitary con- 
ditions in many places throughout the state where unwhole- 
some nuisances prevailed. During the year 1914 thirty-two 
such nuisances have been abated, either by advice from the Sec- 
retary or a visit from some member of the Board. 

The Board of Health has been instrumental in quarantining 
and otherwise helping to stamp out, during the year 1914, ninety- 
nine foci of contagious diseases; such as smallpox, diphtheria, 
scarlet fever and typhoid fever. At the oSice of the State Bac- 
teriologist, Dr. Jones has given anti-rabic treatment to thirteen 
persons who have been bitten by rabid animals, with practically 
no reaction or ill results from the treatment and to d'ate all are 
doing well with no indication of rabies in any one of the eases. 

We send out anti-typhoid vaccine free to any physician who 
will send in a request for it. A great many physicians through- 
out the state have been supplied in the last four months of 1914. 
The mortality of typhoid fever has dropped from 1042 in 1911 to 
721 in 1914. 

For the last four years there has been a fairly active cam- 
paign conducted against tuberculosis by the various anti-tubercu- 
losis societies. So the mortality has steadily dropped from 4,523 
in 1911 to 3,912 in 1914. While our population has increased 
very greatly the mortality from {uberculosis has decreased 13}-$ 
per cent. This is a good showing for the societies and the health 
officers of the state. 

The Board is not asking for constructive legislation at this 
time. There are, however, some minor defects in the manner of 
issuing the warrants for payment of local registrars which it is 
asking the- Legislature to correct. 

While in this report our financial report shows a consider- 
able deficiency, this was not caused by any extravagence of this 
Board or the Secretary, for each department has been run with 
great economy. The payroll, which was too large, has been cuti[i.

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down to the proper size: now eleven; formerly (May 1913) it 
was nineteen. Also expensive printing has fallen to this Board 
to take charge of and pay for because of the neglect of the former 
Board. The printing of the index books for 1910 and 1911 alone 
amounted to 15,500.07 which should have been printed by the 
former Board and paid for out of their appropriation. 

When this Board took charge, May 1, 1913, the Bureau of 
Vital Statistics was very much behind in its work. Today this 
department has its work all up to date. 

We include herein the minutes of the transactions of the 
Board, with the reports of committees.

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MINUTES OF THE MEETINGS OF THE STATE 
BOARD OF HEALTH, 1914. 



JefFeraon City, Mo., Jan. 1, 1914. 

Be it remembered that on the first day of January, 1914, the 
Board of Health of the State of Missouri met in the office of the 
Secretary in the city of Jefferson City, County of Cole, and State 
of Missouri. The members present were, Drs. G. B. Schulz, 
F. H. Matthews, J. A. B. Adcock, G. O. Cuppaidge, R. L. 
Wills, and T. H. Wilcoxen. Dr. Ira W. UpShaw was absent. 
The session of the Board was called to order by President Dr. G. 
B. Schulz. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were read by the Sec- 
retary and approved. 

The report of the Secretary concerning the condition of the 
office and management of same was read and approved by the 
Board. 

The election of officers took place, which resulted as follows; 
Dr. F. H. Matthews, President; Dr. G. O. Cuppaidge, Vite- 
President; Dr. J. A. B. Adcock, Secretary. 

It was moved and voted that our bacteriological office dis- 
continue its contract with the Sophian-Hall-Aiexander Chemical 
Company, Kansas City, Missouri, by returning all vaccines to 
the company that are now on hand and hereafter cease to deal 
in antitoxins. 

It was moved by Dr. Schulz, and motion carried, that our 
laboratory secure the antirabic serum from the Surgeon General, 
U. S. A., as promised by him free of charge, and treat any cases 
of rabies that may come to this office for the same. All who take 
these treatments shall do so at our laboratory, free of charge to 
all indigent persons and those who cannot afford to pay for the 
same. 

Moved and voted that the Secretary of the Board become a 
member of the National Board of Medical Examiners. His mem- 
bership to be paid out of the Board Fund. Also his traveling

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expenses and per diem at the next meeting which is to be held in 
Chicago. 111., Feb. 25, 1914. 

Dr. F. P. Riley, Brashear, Mo., made application to the 
Board for reciprocity from Kentucky. After examining his 
credentials it was moved and voted that the doctor be granted a 
license on reciprocity. 

After examining the credentials of Dr. M. T. Dingess, of 
Atchison, Kan., it was moved by Dr. Schulz and voted that he 
be given a license on reciprocity from Kansas, 

It was moved and voted that President Dr. Matthews ap- 
point a legislative committee that will act with a similar com- 
mittee from the Missouri State Medical Association to promote 
needed legislation at the next general assembly. 

Dr. Cuppaidge was unanimously elected to represent the 
Board at a meeting of the directors of the State Fair, (located at 
Sedalia, Mo.) who will meet in Columbia, Mo., Jan. 12, 1914, 
to advise concerning the need of a building or rooms for the use 
of the State Board of Health in which to make exhibits during 
the fair. 

Dr. Geo. H, Jones appeared before the Board for oral ex- 
amination for license, which was granted him. The Chair ap- 
pointed Dr. Cuppaidge to makfe this examination. Upon favor- 
able report given by him, it was unanimously voted that Dr. 
Jones be given a license to practice medicine in Missouri. 

Dr. C. A. McGuire appeared before the Board for oral ex- 
amination for license, which was granted him. The Chair ap- 
pointed Dr. Schulz to make this examination. Upon favorable 
report given by him, it was unanimously voted that Dr. McGuire 
be given a license to practice medicine in Missouri. 

Dr. C. H. Parrish appeared before the Board for oral exami- 
nation for license, which was granted him. The Chair appointed 
Dr. Wilcoxen to make this examination. Upon favorable report 
given by him, it was unanimously voted that Dr. Parrish be 
given a license to practice medicine in Missouri. 

A petition for restoration of license of Ernestince Hoeike 
was presented to the Board by the Secretary and rejected by 
unanimous vote of the Board. 

The members of the Board made an examination of the 
Vital Statistics office and the work "being done by each employee 
after which it was moved and voted that the Secretary be given 
entire management of same so far as expense of conducting this 
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office was concerned; and it was also voted that each employee 
be given two weeks vacation during the year and that each day 
absent from work in this office be counted on this vacation. It 
was also voted that any expenditures in the office that can be 
cut down without injuring the efficiency of the work would meet 
the approval of the Board; and in view of the financial condition 
it is recommended that the Secretary continue to run the office 
with all possible economy. 

The matter of appointing local registrars was also left to 
the discretion of the Secretary. 

The Board adjourned to reconvene in the Secretary's of- 
fice the following day at 9:00 o'clock, a. m. 



January 2, 1914. 

The State Board of Health of Missouri reconvened at 9:00 
o'clock a. m. in the office of the Secretary, Jefferson City, Mo., 
with members present as on the preceding day. 

Thereupon in re charges of unprofessional and dishonorable 
conduct against Dr. C. A. Hinson of Clark County, Missouri, 
coming on to be heard, comes the said Dr. C. A. Hinson in his own 
proper person and by his attorney, Hon. Joseph S. Tall, and also 
comes at the request of the Boar,d W. T. Rutherford, Assistant 
Attorney-General, to represent it in the examination of witnesses 
and to give advice on such legal questions as may arise. 

The accused. Dr. C. A. Hinson, having waived a reading to 
him of the charges preferred against him, for his plea and answer 
thereto, says that he is not guilty in manner and form as charged. 

Thereupon the Board proceeded to hear the testimony of- 
fered, and, after hearing the evidence and argument of counsel, 
the Board convened in executive session; and after due deliber- 
ation and consideration finds the said Dr. C. A. Hinson guilty of 
unprofessional and dishonorable conduct, in this, to-wit: 

That for the two years last past the said Dr. C. A. Hinson 
was and now is an habitual drunkard. 

That on the 3d day of October, 1913, he, the said Dr. C. A. 
Hinson, did then and there unlawfully make and issue a certain 
prescription to one, Patsy Graham, for a certain quantity of in- 
toxicating liquor, to-wit: 125 cc (14 pint) of whiskey, which said 
intoxicating liquor was then and there to be used otherwise Ihan 

h,Goo»^lc 
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for medicinal purposes, to-wit; was to be used and drunk as and 
for a beverage. 

That on the 3d day of October, 1913, he, the said Dr. C. 
A. Hinson, did then and there unlawfully make and issue a cer- 
tain prescription to one, Pat Graham, for a certain quantity of 
intoxicating liquor, to-wit: two pints of whiskey, which said in- 
toxicating liquor was then and there to be used otherwise than 
for medicinal purposes, to-wit: was to be used and drunk as and 
for a beverage. 

That on the 17th day of October, 1913, he, the said Dr. C. 
A. Hinson, did then and there unlawfully make and issue a cer- 
tain prescription to one, Pat Graham, for a certain quantity of 
intoxicating liquor, to-wit: 250 cc (J-^ pint) of whiskey, which said 
intoxicating liquor was tlien and there to be used otherwise than 
for medicinal purposes, to-wit: was to be used and drunk as and 
for a beverage. 

Tha\ on the 9th day of September, 1913, he, the said Dr. 
C. A. Hinson, did then and there unlawfully make and issue a 
certain prescription to one, Jess Fightmaster, for a certain quan- 
tity of intoxicating liquor, to-wit: 250 cc (H pint) of whiskey, 
which said intoxicating liquor was then and tliere to' be used 
otherwise than for medicinal purposes, to-wit: was to be used and 
drunk as and for a beverage. 

- That on the 27th day of September, 1913, he, the said Dr. 
C. A. Hinson, did then and there unlawfully make and issue a cer- 
tain prescription to one, Mr. Derkin, for a certain quantity of 
intoxicating liquor, to-wit: 500 cc (1 pint) of whiskey, which said 
intoxicating liquor was then and there to be used otherwise than 
for medicinal purposes, to-wit: was to be used and drunk as and 
for a beverage. 

That on the 5th day of September, 1913, he, the said Dr. C. 
A. Hinson, did then and there unlawfully make and issue a cer- 
tain prescription to one, Ed Karle, for a certain quantity of in- 
toxicating liquor, to-wit: four ounces of whiskey, which said in- 
toxicating Uquor was then and there to be used otherwise than for 
medicinal purposes, to-wit: was to be used and drunk as and for a 
beverage. 

The Board further finds that at and during all the time here- 
inbefore mentioned, he, the said Dr. C. A. Hinson, was a duly 
licensed physician and surgeon under and by virtue of the laws of 
the State of Missouri. 

It is therefore considered, ordered and adjudged by the 
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State Board of Health of the State of Missouri that the Ucense of 
said Dr. C. A. Hinson to practice medicine and surgery, hereto- 
fore issued to him as aforesaid, be and the same is hereby sus- 
pended for the period of one year from this date, to-wit: Jan- 
uary 2, 1914; and that for and during said period of time said 
license be for naught held and esteemed. 

It was moved and voted that the Secretary get up a roster of 
the doctors of the state as soon as practical and distribute the 
same to the doctors throughout the State for a nominal price of 
twenty-five cents (25c) cash. 

It was moved and voted that new rules shall be formulated 
defining the requirements of an accredited medical college rais- 
ing the standard in a few places; and the Secretary to formulate 
these rules and present them to the Board at its March meeting. 

It was moved and voted that the Secretary prepare a pocket- 
manual of the rules and regulations governing the State Board of 
Health. This shall also contain the revised requirements of an 
accredited medical college. 

It was moved and voted that the Secretary be instructed to 
write Dr. Nat. L. Johnson, Gifford, Mo., informing him that he 
could take the Board examination after securing a diploma from 
an accredited medical college. That the Board would permit 
credit from the Eclectic Medical University prior to the date of 
discrediting of this school, the same as the other schools that were 
discredited at the same time, carried with it the scholastic year 
ending in the spring of 1908, as all colleges in Missouri had been 
notified of their deficiencies at beginning of the term in fall of 
1907 and were given time to make good the required equipment 
and those colleges that had neglected or failed in any way to do 
so were put on the discredited list and their students who gradu- 
ated in spring of 1908 were refused examination by our Board. 

The Board adjourned.

The State Board of Health of Missouri met in St. Louis, Mo., 
9:00 a. m., Feb. 12, 1914, at Jefferson Hotel. The members 
present were: Drs. F. H. Matthews, G. O. Cuppaidge, J. A. B. 
Adcock, G. B. Schulz, R. L. Wills, Ira W. Upshaw, and T. H. 
Wilcoxen. The meeting was called to order by the President, 
Dr. Matthews. i LiOOglC 
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The minutes of the previous meeting were read and approved 
by the Board. 

After this the cases which were set for trial on this date, 
namely: Dr. Kiismo, Dr. Clausen, and Mrs. Michalski; were 
called. The lawyers claimed they had not sufficient notice to 
prepare these cases, that the original service did not have the 
date or place of meeting. It was therefore agreed by the Board 
in executive session that these cases be deferred and summoned 
for trial at JefTerson Hotel, St. Louis, Mo., March 16, 1914; and 
the following orders issued relative thereto. 

State Board of Health in session at Jefferson Hotel, St. Lo'uis, 
Mo., Feb. 12, 1914. In the matter in which Dr. Peter M. Kus- 
mo was charged with doing a criminal abortion, he appeared and, 
with his attorney, W. K. Harvey, claimed that proper notice 
had not been served upon him and requested a postponement; 
which the Board agreed to upon the statement of the said Peter 
M. Kusmo, and his attorney, W. K. Harvey, that they would 
waive notice of service and appear for trial in the City of St. Louis, 
Mo., on March 16, 1914. at the Jefferson Hotel, 9:00 a. m. 

State Board of Health in session at Jefferson Hotel, St. Louis, 
Mo., Feb. 12, 1914. In the matter in which Dr. H. W. Clausen 
was charged with doing a criminal abortion, he appeared and, 
with his attorney, John Porter, claimed that proper notice had 
not been served upon him and requested a postponement; which 
the Board agreed to upon the statement of the said H. W. Clau- 
sen, and his attorney, John Porter, that they would waive notice 
of service and appear for trial in the City of St. Louis, Mo., on 
March 16, 1914, at the JefTerson Hotel, 9:00 a. m. 

The State Board of Health in session at Jefferson Hotel, St. 
Louis, Mo., Feb. 12, 1914. In answer to the motion of Judge 
Clark asking postponement of the Mrs. Amelia Michalski case, 
the Board states that postponement will be had in this case un- 
til March 16. 1914, at the Jefferson Hotel, St. Louis, Mo., 9:00 
a. m. The Board further states to Judge Clark and his client, 
Mrs. Amelia Michalski, that their presence is expected and re- 
quired on that date for trial. 

The defendant, Mrs. Amelia Michalski, through her at- 
torney, protested to the order above. 

Dr. J. 0. Bradshaw, of Plad, Mo., appeared before the Board 
to make a statement regarding the bogus certificate which was 
filed in his name in Dallas County. The principal pomts of tWs 
statement were as follows: ' . '' o 
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He did make medical examination accused of, but thought 
it was all right for him to do so. 

Friends found out mistake and fearing loss of time and 
money had license "doctored" and registered in his name while 
he was away from town. That he did not know anything about 
it until two weeks after the filing. 

That the information against him and opposition to him is 
due to jealously of another doctor in the town and to that doctor's 
desire not to have competition. Other doctors in the county 
are friendly to him. 

Has done very little practice except in emergency cases 
where no one else could possible be obtained. 

Asks to have case thoroughly investigated in anyway what- 
ever and to be permitted to take examination for license. 

After this statement the Chair issued the following order: 

"Doctor, the Board will make any investigation that it may 
see fit or desire to make further in this matter and give you the 
privilege of placing any affidavits that you may care to file, and 
will go over the affidavits filed today and any new evidence that 
may come before it and notify you of its action at such time as it 
may take action in the case. And the Board will notify you of 
this action." 

At the close of this statement the Board adjourned to meet 
in St. Louis, Mo., March 16, 1914, and pass upon the grades that 
the applicants made during the three days' examination, Feb. 
9, 10, 11, 1914. At this examination there were forty-seven 
applicants, and three were examined for license during the Jan- 
uary meeting. There have also been twenty-seven licensed 
through reciprocity to date, which have not been heretofore re- 
ported. These applications will be submitted to the Board for 
approval March 16, 1914.

The State Board of Health of Missouri met in St. Louis, Mo., 
at the Jefferson Hotel, 9:30 a. m., March 16, 1914. Members 
present were, Drs. F. H. Matthews, G. 0. Cuppaidge, J. A. B. 
Adcock. G. B. Schulz, R. L. Wills, Ira W. Upshaw, and T. H. 
Wilcoxen. Dr. Upshaw came in a little late. The meeting was 
called to order by President Dr. F. H. Matthews. 

Reading of the minutes of the previous meeting was post- 
poned until the next meeting of the Board. 

The Board then took up the first of the business; which was 
passing upon the reciprocal applications of the following named 
doctors:

After carefully looking over these applications, the Board 
voted to endorse the Secretary in licensing these physicians upon 
their credentials. 

Dr. G. B. Schulz then submitted the name of Dr. Morris of 
Martin, Mo., who registered with the county clerk in 1880. 
This was prior to the existence of the State Board of Health. As 
the doctor has not re-regis!ered with the Board, he thought he 
was practicing medicine illegally and appealed to the Board 
through Dr. Schulz for an oral examination for license or for 
advice regarding the situation. It was decided that the Sec- 
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retary should write him a letter informing him that he was not 
violating the law in practicing medicine on his registration with 
the county clerk while in the county in which he registered, and 
advise him that if he still wanted to secure a license from the 
State Board of Health to apply to the Secretary for an apph- 
cation blank; and by filling out same he could have a written or 
oral examination, but would have to pass the same examination 
that others have to take. 

Dr. Matthews submitted the name of Dr. Ralph Major, 
who is now at Leiand Stanford University, San Francisco, Cal- 
ifornia, but desires a license in Missouri on reciprocity with 
Maryland, having been licensed in that state and formerly 
practiced there for some two years. It was unanimously voted 
that we accept Dr. Major on reciprocity from Maryland when 
application is properly filled out and sent in to the Secretary's 
office. 

The case of Dr. Peter M. Kusmo was now called. He was 
present without attorney; had spoken to his attorney to be pres- 
ent but he had failed to come. He was willing to make a state- 
ment of his case and let the Board judge the merits of the charges 
from the evidence they' would hear given on both sides. Miss 
Nellie Yates, the prosecuting witness, took the stand and tes- 
tified on the part of the State; and also her sister testified on the 
part of the State against Dr. Kusmo. Dr. F. S. Haupt was also 
a witness for the State in this case, yet in his testimony he did 
not testify to things bearing on the criminal operation on Miss 
Yates. 

Dr. H. W. Clausen's case was called. He was present, rep- 
resented by Attorney Mr. Porter of St. Louis. He announced 
that he was ready for trial, but first asked that the case be dis- 
missed. He offered in evidence credentials of previous court 
trial, which were marked "Exhibit A" and "Exhibit B". A 
number of witnesses testified on the part of the State, among 
whom were Dr. Hockdoerter, Assistant Coroner of St. Louis, who 
made the post mortem examination upon Mrs. Martin, and Mr. 
Albert Martin, husband of Mrs. Martin whose death was claimed 
to have been brought about through operation by Dr. Clausen. 
Also Mrs. Spriggs and Charles Wills testified for the State. 
Earnest Sweets was also a witness. Dr. Frank J. Lutz was a 
witness on the part of the State and testified to the condition in 
which he found Mrs. Martin subsequent to her treatment by 
Dr. Clausen and just previous to her death, she being brought 
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to the Josephine Hospital for_ treatment. Dr. Clausen then 
took the stand and testified in his own behalf regarding the, part 
that he took in this Martin case. Mrs. H. W. Clausen, wife of 
the doctor, took the stand and testified in the interest of her hus- 
band. 

At 3:00 o'clock p. m. the Mrs. Amelia Michalski case ^ffas 
called. Mr. Clark, her attorney, was present to make a state- 
ment of his views of the law in regard to her case, claiming that 
we had no jurisdiction over her as the criminaf court had failed 
to find her guilty of these charges in the same case, and as the 
court had failed to make a case of this that our Board had no 
legal right to give her a second trial upon the same charges. 
Therefore Judge Clark asked a dismissal of the case. The Chair 
overruled the Judge in this matter, whereupon Judge Clark left 
the room, saying he had no further business with our Board in 
this case. Mrs. Michalski was called for but was not to be found, 
so after a little wait our Board opened the trial and took the oral 
testimony of witnesses on the part of the State. Mr. Paul 
Rasdell, husband upon whose wife the abortion was committed, 
was a witness for the State in this case. The transcript of the 
coroner giving Mrs. Elsie Scherer's testimony at the inquest was 
read to the Board and introduced as evidence. 

The Board then took up the grades of those who took the 
oral examination in Jefferson City, Mo., January 2, 1914.

The following named took the midwife, examination in a 
foreign language and their papers have not yet been translated 
and graded.

The Secretary read a letter from the Secretary of the Board 
of Health of Louisiana inviting the Secretary, or some member 
of our Board to attend a meeting in New Orleans, La., April 
24th for the purpose of bettering the sanitary and other condi- 
tions of the colored population throughout the country, especial- 
ly in the southern states. It was moved by Dr. Upshaw and 
seconded by Dr. Wills and unanimously carried that the Secre- 
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tary represent our Board at this meeting, it he found the fund 
sufficient to do so. 

It was also moved and voted that the Board hold examina- 
tions at the St. Louis University Gymnasium in St. Louis on 
June 15-16-17. 

It was also suggested by President Dr. F. H. Matthews, in 
connection with Dr. Grindon, that systematic eflort be made to 
obtain the number of persons in the State of Missouri who have 
been successfully vaccinated. It was agreed that a letter to this 
effect be sent out from the Secretary's office to the various health 
officers throughout the state to ascertain as nearly as possible 
the number who have been successfully vaccinated. 

The Board went into executive session and first took up the 
case of Dr. Peter M. Kusmo. After reviewing the testimony of 
the State and his own statements, the Board felt a doubt regard- 
ing the guilt of the doctor and thought it just to give him the 
benefit of that doubt, and they did so and acquitted him. 

Next the case of Dr. H, W. Clausen was taken up. After 
carefully reviewing the testimony that was given on both sides 
of this case, it was moved, seconded and carried by unanimous 
vote of the Board that the doctor was guilty of charges preferred 
against him. It was moved, seconded and carried by unani- 
mous vote of the Board that his license be and is revoked for 
a term of ten years from March 16, 1914. 

The Mrs. Amelia Michalski case was taken up. After care- 
fully reviewing the testimony that was given in this case, it was 
moved, seconded and carried by unanimous vote of the Board 
that she was guilty as charged against her. It was moved sec- 
onded and carried by unanimous vote of the Board that her li- 
cense be and is revoked for a term of ten years from March 16, 
1914. 

The Board then adjourned.

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE MEETING. 

The Executive Committee of the Missouri State Board of 
Health, consisting of Drs. F. H. Matthews, G. O. Cuppaidge, and 
J. A. B. Adcock, met in the Connor Hotel, Joplin, Mo., the evening . 
of May 12, 1914;'and passed upon Dr. Alfred Hultner's applied 
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tion for reciprocity from Kansas. After looking over the ap- 
plication of Dr. Hultner, the Committee recommended that the 
Secretary issue him a license upon this application. 

They next took up the case of Dr. Lewis Hamilton Ferguson, 
Ottawa, Okla., who took the examination in St. Louis, Mo., 
Feb. 9-10-11, 1914, and made an average of 68 3-14%, with a 
credit of six years practice making a total of 74 3-14%. The 
committee recommended that as he has been practicing more than 
six years his credit on practice would cover the fractional grade 
and make his average 75% and instructed the Secretary to 
issue him a license upon this average of 75%. 

The Committee also instructed the Secretary to write Dr. 
Chas. B. Bateman, St. Louis, Mo., that he could comie into the 
examination room on the 15-16-17 June and take the examination 
until such time as the Board as a body would have opportunity 
to investigate his credentials and the charges of having imper- 
sonated Dr. Chas. W, Carson; provided that he would make no 
contentions for further examination if the Board should deem it 
wise to reject him from the examination. The Committee 
thought it best for the whole of the Board to pass upon the evi- 
dence in this matter of his having impersonated Dr. Carson. 

The Board then agreed that they would meet at Jefferson 
City, Mo., July 13-14 to pass upon the grades of applicants who 
should take the June examination, and also to transact any other 
business that might come up at that time.

The Missouri State Board of Health met in the committee 
room of the Jefferson Hotel, St. Louis, Mo., June 16, 1914. The 
members present were, Drs. F. H. Matthews, G. O. Cuppaidge, 
J. A. B. Adcock, R. L. Wills, Ira W. Upshaw, and T. H. Wilcoxen. 
Dr. G. B. Schulz was absent. The meeting was called to order 
by President Dr. F. H. Matthews. 

The minutes of the previous three meetings were read and 
approved. Also several reports were read from members of the 
Board who had performed their duty in quarantining smallpox 
and other contagious diesases, as follows: 
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TBIP TO HEBHAN, MOr—DB. J. A. B. ADCOCK. 

On March 20th Dr. Haeffer, of Herm&n called me up to make an investigation 
of tha United Doctors who were billed for Herman on that date. 

The United DootoFB have been doing the state In the way of advertiBlng and 
treating the Hick and afflicted. The advertisements of course are extravagant and 
b claims of curing sick people; and It also starts out making a false 
a claiming that they are licensed by Missouri to treat these diseases that 
they mention, tke advertisement reading in such a way as to lead one to think that 
they are especially licenped to treat these various chronic diseases. 

Having made several efforts to And out the names, or name, of physiciaiiB who 
constitute the United Doctors. I acted in obedience to the call from Dr. Haeffer 
and made a visit to Herman on the 20th. I stayed there a greater part of the day 
and round the doctor without any patients. I was not able to elicit his name from 
him, only that he was Dr. Barber. After a couple of parties had agreed to take 
treatment from him, he registered his lieense with the county clerk in Herman as 
Dr. Arch L. Barber, a graduate of the Eclectic Medical University, Kansas City, 
Mo., March 13, 1B03. Of course this gave the doctor a legal right to practice 
anywhere In the state. 

After advising with the attorney-general, it is thought that no action taken 
against him for his eitravagant advertising could hold before the Supreme Court 
in revoking his license. So the Board of Health cannot legally restrain Dr. Barber 
from travelling over the state to treat the sick and afflicted, with mental or bodily 
ills, under the name of "United Doctors." « 

TBIP TO BUSSELLTILLE, MO.— DB. I. A. B. ADCOCK. 

On March 25th I made a trip to Bussellville, Cole County, Mo., to make an in- 
vestigation of an outbreak of small pox at that place. I found some cases very mild 
and one or two very severe typical cases, especially in the case of Mr. KUjah A. Amos, 
a man of about seventy-sis years of age. 

The town is incorporated but had no Board of Health. I immediately had 
them organize and appoint a health board and quarantine each house in which the 
disease exists, putting up placards and putting out the yellow flag. This was done 
and all precautions taken to suppress the disease. The schools will be closed and 
all public gathering places will be closed for two weeks, or as long thereafter as the 
Board Of Health thinks necessary. 

It was thought that one. Mr. Dell Paine, a farmer some four miles from Russell- 
ville, got the disease in JetTerson City while peddling some of hie country produce 
among the citizens of that place. He had the disease in a mild form and before 
desquamation had properly subsided he went into Russellville. He had some busi- 
ness with Mr. Jungmoycr. In due process of time, some thirteen or fourteen days, 
Mr. Jungmeyer broke out with the disease. He, having it In a mild form, spread 
it to others. 

Without any restrictions being thrown about the disease whatever it spread 
around to families in the country and Into some five families in RusBellville. Most 
of the cases have been very mild, yet three or four of the cases In the country have 
been typical cases. It has also been mild in Bussellville, save in the cases of three 
or four persons in which instances the cases have lieen rather severe and typical 
of smallpox. No one so far as I can ascertain who has ever been vaccinated has 
this disease. I advised that everyone be vaccinated who would submit to It and 
that isolation be Itept up until the disease should disappear; and also that proper 
disinfection be made of all premises and clothing according to the regulations of this 
Board. 

TBIP TO CEDAB CITT DB. J. A. B. ADCOCK. 

Met Dr. McGall, Health Officer of Callaway County, in Cedar City, a place 
which has about 300 Inhabitants and is not incorporated. There have been several 
it smallpox In this little town during the winter and owing to no city oFScere 



it has been very hard to maintain quarantine. We visited the houses In which, I -, 
smallpox exists and has existed and found the disease very light. One case, how^s'^ 
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ever, waa well developed in Mrs. Dum. We quarantined the premises in which 
she Is livin); and ordered the other places disinfected and recommended vaccination 
and re-vaccination, yet no one seemed to want to be vaccinated. The disease 
is HO mild that some of them argued that they wished everyone in the viUaKe could 
have It and be throuah with it. But with the quarantine advice and restrictions 
I think tlie disease in Cedar City will be stamped out in a reasonable length of 



TRIP TO HANNIBAL, MO. — DRB. COPPAIDGB AND WILCOXEN, 

On April 19th we went to Hannibal, Mo., where we met Dr. Downing and Judge 
PrelBt, of New London, Mo. From there wo went to Ilasco (the cement plant} 
where we found two famiiios with smallpox. We ordered them quarantined and 
they have been so. The condition was turned over to Dr, Watson, the local 
physician, to handle, and we feel sure he will do his beat to stamp it out. Judge 
Preist consented to this and I believe this will end the aontroversy that hae been 
. existing in Ralls county over this matter. 

P. S. The condition of things is looking better in New London. I went there 
from to Hannibal. They have been very obstinate there but they are trying to 
do better.— T. H. Wilcoien. 

TBIP TO HUMAN8TILLE, HO.— DB. B. L. VTILLS. 

At the Instance of our secretary. Dr. Adcock, I we 
last day of May to settle a dispute between certain o 
authorities in regard to a case of smallpox, 

I found the case properly quarantined and the city authorities doing all 
they could to prevent a spread of the contagion. 

I therefore sustained the local board of health. 

TBIP TO KOSHKONONG, MO. — DB. K. L. WILLS. 

At the instance of our secretary. Dr. J. A. B. Adcock, I went to Koshkonong, 
Oregon County, Mo., June 4th, to inquire into a smallpox epidemic in that locality. 

There was some disposition on the part of a limitod number of the smallpox 
patients to disregard all quarantine restrictions and the local authorities were 
In the dark as to what to do. 

I talked with them and told them how to proceed and then called on all the 
cases of smallpox and told them that legal measures would be taken la every case 
where the quarantine regulations were disregarded, and in every case they promised 
to submit to the local authorities. 

Since then I have heard no complaint. 

TBIP TO CAMEBON, MO. — DB. F. H. MATTHEWS. 

I have just returned from Cameron, where I Inspected the dairy complained 
of by Dr. J. R. Hamer, and am having sent to the laboratory samples of water 
for examination. The parties owning the dairy have agreed not to dispose of any 
of their products until notified that they may do so hy our board. 

Please have Dr. Jones give you the result of this examination so that you may 
take it with you to St. Louis, and we will then confer regarding our orders in the 

The papers of Dr. J. 0. Bradshaw, who had been before our 
Board to take the examination but was rejected on account of 
false certificate registered in his name with the county clerk, 
were read and considered. After reading a petition, which was 
signed by the following doctors: I. Phillips, M. D., Buffalo, Mo.; 
H. Edmondson, M. D., Leadmine, Mo.; Geo. W. Thume, M. D., 
Urbana, Mo.; B. W. Vaughan, M. D., Urbana, Mo.; G. A. Meyer, 
M. D., Buffalo. Mo.; L. H. Talbot, M. D., Long Lane, Mo.; F. 
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W. Randle, M. D., Long Lane, Mo.; C. J. Undsey, M. D., Buf- 
falo, Mo.; M. J. Armstrong, M. D., Buffalo, Mo.; V. H. Green- 
wood, M. D., Buffalo, Mo.; asking that our Board grant him the 
privilege of taking the examination; also explanatory letters from 
the ex-county clerk and prosecuting attorney; the Board agreed 
to permit Dr. J. 0. Bradshaw to come before it at its next meeting 
at Coates House. Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 28-29-30. 1914. 

Dr. C. B. Bateman, who is charged with impersonating one. 
Dr. G. W. Carson, in June 1911, appeared before the Board to 
take the examination, and furnished documentary evidence that 
he had not impersonated Dr. Carson and asked the Board to 
permit him to take the examination; but as the evidence was too 
voluminous for the Board to go into at this time, it was agreed 
that the evidence be all gone over by the Board after which they 
would notify Dr. Bateman of the result of their finding. 

The analysis of a specimen of water sent in by Dr. J. R. 
Hamer. of Cameron, Mo., was discussed and inasmuch as the 
water that the. Ensign Dairy was using showed a dangerous 
amount of bacteria it was decided that the Secretary write Dr. 
Hamer that it was the advice of the Board that he instruct these 
parties that they should secure pure water for use by getting it 
from some other source, after which they could safely put their 
dairy products upon the market and the same would meet with 
the approval of the State Board of Health; but a specimen of 
the water from the new source should be analyzed by the state 
bacteriologist before being used, to ascertain the purity of the 
same before the dairy products are put on the market again. 

The correspondence between the Director of the Census and 
the Secretary of the State Board of Health was read; with the 
letters from the Bureau of Vital Statistics of Ohio, and also 
Kentucky, disapproving the action of the Director of the Bureau 
of the Census in appointing the transcriber of death certiticates 
without the consent of the person under whose care and in whose 
charge the certificates and all other papers pertaining to this 
work are kept and for which he is responsible and yet not being 
consulted regarding the person who is sent in to handle the papers. 
For the foregoing reason A. C. Holland. Registrar of Vital Sta- 
tistics in Ohio, under the direction of the Secretary of State, has 
made arrangements to withdraw from the registration area. 
Kentucky, Rhode Island. Indiana, Connecticut. Maryland, 
Pennsylvania, Wisconsin. New Hampshire. Minnesota, Maine 
and North Carolina have all concurred in Ohio's stand and W^^

make arrangements to withdraw from the registration area.

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE MEETING. 

The Executive Committee of the Board of Health met in St. 
Louis, Mo,, at the Jefferson Hotel, July 2, 1914, in compliance 
with the request ot Surgeon General Blue to discuss ways and' 
means of combating bubonic plague, as it had made its appear- 
ance in New Orleans, La., in two persons; and the Surgeon Gen- 
eral suggested that a survey ot all ports be made for rats to as- 
certain whether bubonic plague was among the rats in any port 
outside of New Orleans in order that we might make a war upon 
the rats before the disease spread to human beings. 

Dr. Jordan, Asst. Health Commissioner of St, Louis, and Dr. 
M. F. White, Surgeon of Public Health Service, U. S. A., met with 
the Board, and after discussing the situation it was thought wise 
to advise a general extermination of rats; especially on all boats 
plying the river and on all wharves, and also to make a particular 
war on rats at railroad terminals, and also make a bacteriological 
analysis of dead rats, where this could be done, to ascertain it 
bubonic plague exists in any of its forms within our common- 
wealth. 

This is very important from the fact that the disease may 
slumber an indefinite period among the rats before spreading to 
human beings; and as this is a disease solely belonging to the in- 
ferior animals it can be exterminated by destroying these animals. 

It was decided that should the disease continue to develop 
in New Orleans, or any southern port, that Missouri would take 
up the war against rats under the direction of Surgeon General 
Blue.

At 9:00 a. m. the Board met in the office of the Secretary, in 
Jefferson City, Mo., members present as on preceeding day, to 
hear charges preferred against Dr. H. C. Kimberlin, Clarksdale, 
Mo, The case was gone into fully. Dr. Kimberlin having ob- 
tained his license from Nebraska, it was charged that he had not 
lived in Nebraska a year as he had claimed in his application for 
reciprocal license in Missouri; but during the year's time that he 
claimed to have practiced in Powell, Nebr., it was claimed that 
he was practicing in Clarksdale Mo. The Board by a majority 
vote declared the doctor not guilty of charges and he was there- 
fore released with the reprimand which the Board voted should 
be given Dr. Kimberlin, as the evidence was not clear that he 
had been practicing in Nebraska a full year's time.

This meeting was called by the President to meet at the 
Jefferson Hotel, St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 6, 1914. The members 
present were, Drs.

Adcock, T. H. Wilcoxen, and T. A. Son, newly appointed on the 
Board. Dr. M. R. Hughes, who was appointed at same time as 
Dr. Son, was out of the city and not present.

In-as-much as we have been assured that typhoid fever is 
raging in Monett, Mo., it was decided that we ask Dr. Wills, 
of Neosho, Mo., to meet Dr. Jones in Monett to make a close 
survey of the situation and get bacteriological specimens for 
analysis to see if we could possibly trace the origin of this disease 
so that it may be readily stamped out. It was also decided to 
ask Mr. F. H. Fricke, Pure Food and Drug Commissioner, to 
be present at this investigation and look over the dairies as it 
was thought that they might be a source of the trouble. 

An inspection was made of the American Medical College 
and the College of Physicians, and Surgeons, upon which a re- 
port will be made to our Board at its meeting in Kansas City.

The Secretary was 
instructed to give a list of the recognized medical schools of Mis- 
souri and to inform the Secretaries that if any schools were claim- 
ing to teach medicine in this state that are not recognized by our 
Board and should have recognition by the reciprocal board that 
this recognition would be sufficient cause for withdrawal of 
reciprocal relationship. 

It was moved and voted that the Secretary write Dr. John

the suit against the McDonald County Tresaurer for pay of 
local registrar's fees and the Secretary have the same audited 
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and remunerate Dr. Beeson for any money he expended in this 
suit. 

Also moved and voted that Asst. Attorney-General Ruther- 
ford prepare two amendments to present to our legislature next 
winter. One amending the Vital Statistics Law making the 
wording plain whereby the county treasurer is to pay the local 
registrars throughout the state for services rendered. The 
other amendment is to amend the medical practice act so that 
the Board may revoke without appeal the license, of any phys- 
ician who is writing illegal whiskey prescriptions.

The following report was read and approved of the trip of 
Dr. Wills and Dr. Jones to Monett, Mo., to investigate sanitary 
conditions there. 

Jefferson City, Mo,, Aug. 20, IBH. 
To the Missouri State Board of Health, Dr. J. A. B. Adcock, Secretary. 

On August lOth we visited Monett, Mo., and endeavored to determine the 
cause of the epidemic of typhoid fever that has been and is now raging In that city. 

The results from a series of laboratory analyses of the city water supply during 
the past year left it open to the gravest suspicion, together with the frequent 
complaints received concerning the improper disposal of sewage, prompted ub to 
consider these two as the moet probable cause for the spread of the dlseaie^Qlc 
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upon InvesUsatlns the septla tanks whlCih are less than a mile from the center 
of the otty and inside the oorporata llmtti. we found them to be in surprisingly 
unkept condition. The aeptic tanks mhicli are of recent construction are well builti 
and adOQuate for the purpose, but so far as wa could learn have received no care 
whatever, they serrins simply in the oapacity of a cess pool which overflovs 
allowlns tbe entire contents to pass out untreated and which flows for several 
miles as an open sewer, the Htenoh from which is almost unbearable. 

These tanks are located upon a small tract of ground which is owned by the 
olty and which Is used for a pubilo dump and buryine ground. Here we iloted the 
unoovered contents of several dry closets and numerous bodies of unburiad animals. 
These conditions make an ideal breeding plaoe for flies and mosquitoes and in the 
immediate vicinity we found six oases of typhoid fever. 

An inspection of the wells and pumplns station which supply the city water 
left little doubt as to the probability of their bains a source of infection. These 
wells, whioh are about one hundred and flfty feet deep, are Just a few fact apart 
and located almost in the heart of the city at a lower level than a large resident 
district, and .In a good position to accept the surface drainage therefrom. They 
are located along what would be tha alley and through which there is laid tbe 
sewar wblob suliplies the above mentioned portion of the city. For convanlenoa 
a few fcet of this sewer was taken up and laid along the eout(i aide of the pump house 
about twenty feet from the wells. From this sewer thera i« the greatest possibil- 
ity of contamination and we were informed by good authority that until a few days 
previous to our visit this sewer was occluded near the pump bouse a short dlstanoe 
above whioh it had burst, and the overflow passed freely to the Surface and es- 
caped by way of a nearby ditch running parallel to the sewer. 

The water Is evidently supplied by an underground lake, the pumps are. work' 
ing continuously and a etandpipe is used to secure pressure. No other reservoir 
is used and the water receives no treatment whatever. The wells supplying water 
to the Bt. Louie and San Francisco Hallway Company's shops, depots, the Harvey 
House, etc., are located less than one hundjed feet from the city wells and prac- 
tioally the same conditions prevail. 

We visited several private souraes of supply; also the ice factories. Speoi- 
mens from these as well ae from the above mentioned wells were taken for analysts. 

We were Informed that a number of milch oows from the oity were being 
pastured in the Wormlngton pasture along which flows the unprotected sewage 
from the septic tanks, and into this pasture a surplus of water following a rainstorm 
would easily wash a large amount of sewage to be deposited upon the grass and also 
the oows might freely drink from the overflow. 

This last phase In particular, together with the various dairies, slaughter 
bouses, etc.. were for several days the subjects of a most rigid Investigation by 
Mr. P. H. Fricke and his assistant Mr. J. E, Allaup of the Btata Food and Drug 
Department, by whom speoIraenB from all these together with other food products 
were taken for analysis. 

Upon suggestion the city officials acted at onca by having a good supply of 
lime placed in the septic tanks and promised to keep tbe same well supplied until 
receivins further suggestions for additional treatment. 

The publlo, through the press, has been freely advised to consume no water 
or milk unless boiled, to protect closets and garbage from flies and also encouraged 
to take advantage of the immuning properties of anti-typhoid vaccine. 

A reoant city ordinance requiring all cesspools to be oonneoted with the city 
EawerB is being rigidly enforoed. 

At a recent city bond election it was carried to construct a new water works 
system. The same as proposed is of modern construction. It is to be supplied 
by deep wells whioh are to be located aome distance outside the city limits In the 
vicinity of other deep wells, the supply from which has proven by an analysis to 
be above reproach. In addition tha new plant will have reservoirs, etc., for the 
proper treatment of the water, should It be needed.

In oonoluslon: The prevaltlng epidemic of typhoid fever will not bereliefed 
as lonK oe the present souroes of water supply are In general use. 

It is therefore neoesaary that the new eource of supply be established as soon 
as possible. Until such time no water or milk should be consumed unless boiled, 
nor should any water be used In washlns food products unless the same has been 
boiled or is boiled with aald foods In preparation. This should apply to water 
from "both city and private supply. 

The proper authorities should compel the removal of garbage and rubbish 
and the proper disposal of the contents of dry closets, and the bodies of animals, 
etc., at the city dump, either by burial at a proper depth or by burning. 

The septic tanks must receive constant care with sufflolent disinfectants 
and deodorants to render the escaping sewage as Inert as possible. Written sug- 
gestions for the care of the same have been sent to the Mayor of that city.

Home at St. Jamea, Mo., and Id the discharge of that duty we visited that Insti- 
tution on September 19. I9I4, we ask permission to submit our report whloh Is aa 
follows :

Through the courtesy of Capt. Brinegar and Dr. Fuibright we were shown 
through the various departments which we will herein mention with a brief state- 
ment in reference to oondltione and equipment. 

Office building. — This building ts a two-story structure and constitutes the 
Superintendent's office and residence, and is oooupied by the Superintendent and 
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Wife, the Matron, the Mead Nuree, and one old couple. -It is equipped 'with six 
beds. On the first Soor Is located one closet and lavatory. On the second floor 
Is located one oloHet. one lavatory and one bath tub. 

CommlBBary building. — This ig a two atory building, and on the first floor Is 
located the Commlseary Departm 
nine female employeeB. There 1b o 
floor Tor their use. 

Dormitory No. 2.— A two-story building. The first floor is uaed as dining 
room and kitchen. Two oloeete are located on thia floor. Second floor is used ae 
sleeping quarters for 63 men. Three closets, bIx iavatorles, two bath tubs and one 
sink are provided here. 

Barracks, No. 1. — A one-Btory building in which quarters are furnished for 
Bli men. This building is furnished with no modern plumbing. Outside closet 
le ueed. 

Barracks, No. S. — A one-Btory building accommodating Qfteen men. There 
are two closets, two lavatories and one bath tub provided here. 

Barraoke, No. 3. — A one-story building providing quarters for three male 
employes. This building has no modern plumbing. 

Mansion — A three-story building providing quarters for seventy-four persons, 
flfty-six women and eighteen men. There are three closets, one bath tub and one 
sink located on the first floor. On the second floor, three closets, one bath tub and 
one sink. On the third floor one closet. 

Dormitory No. 1.— A two-story building providing quarters for flfty-three 
persons, twenty-six women and twenty-seven men. On the first floor of this 
building there are four lavB,torleB, two closets, two urinals and one sink; on the 
second floor, two closets, four lavatories, one urinal and one sink. 

Cottage — A one and one-half story building providing quarters for flfteen men. 
Here Is provided one closet, one bath tub and one lavatory. 

Chapel — In this building is one room formerly occupied as an office. In this 
Is now quartered one couple. This building Is equipped with closet and lavatory. 

Hospital.^A one-story building containing beds for thirty-two persons. This 
building la provided with throe closets, three bath tubs, three lavatories and one 
sink, drug room, etc. 

The Home is provided with three deep wells affording an abundance of good 
water and the power house Is equipped In such a manner that there are no exposed 
belts or other parts to endanger life. 

The dining room Is very beautifully arranged and Is kept in the very best 
order; the food supplied of the best quality and properly prepared. 

Capt. Brinegar and Dr. Fulbrlght, assisted by other offloers, are conducting 
the Home with efBcienoy, and there seems to be a feeling of satisfaction and re- 
spect for the efforts put forth by these ofBcials to make the declining years of these 
old people as happy and pleasant as possible, and, while we did not hear the sound 
of the bugle call, yet, there was a military air about the Home, as the poise and 
step of the old, soldier strongly suggested his training of 1861. 

We are fully convinced that Capt. Brinegar takes great delight in making the 
old soldier happy as wo wore kindly furnished an eieellent dinner with a sample of 
the best cofl'ee that could be procured, and knowing something of traits of the 
average soldier, we must say that it would be a hard old sinner that would not 
feel kindly toward Capt. Brinegar after he had furnished him with such a flne speci- 
men of the old soldiers' beverage in the form of such excellent coffee. 

As to the sanitary conditions of the Home, they are as good as circumstances 
will permit. We tauat not lose sight Of the fact that the old men are subject to 
prostatic and urinary diseases, and we were Informed that quite a large percent 
suooumb to a paralytic stroke in all probability the result of nephritis, and owing 
to these urinary troubles It is a difficult matter, with the present equipment to 
keep down odors. It is our opinion that the installation of urinals in the men's 
toilets would to a large extent correct and eliminate this objectionable feature. 
These should be of the automatic flushing type that would carry otf cause for ob- 
jectionable odors before contaminating the room. 

Wo also believe that all present enameled iron closets should be replaced 

with modern porcelain closets, as the enameled type when becoming worn are 
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tinalshtly. Eknd are very hard to keep clean. With theie additions and the over- 
haullne of the present B7Btem we believe the objectlone now obtaining oould be 
almost entirely eliminated. 

CondltlonB with reference to quartering the employes of the Home are not 
quite aatlafaotory. It is, under present conditions, neoeasary to house a number of 
them In buildings along with. members of the Home. First class quarters should 
be provided. 

With reference to members of the Home, we are informed an effort has always 
been made to eliminate any tendency to over-crowd. This, however, necessitates 
the holding back of a number of applicants on account of all available quarters 
being assigned. There are at present a total of 278 beds. Eliminating office and 
quarters necessary for employees leaves beds for the accommodation of 2E4 
members. This includes the hospital where there should be held some vacant 
beds tor emergency. 

We are informed that if another building should be added to the home, it oould 
be filled immediately, as there are now on file fifty approved applications. 

We believe the Institution is rapidly approaching a oondltlon that will have 
to be met. Owing to the advanced age of Its members it is a question of but a 
short time when a great deal more hospital room will be needed and oocasionally 
there develops cases that should be ieelated. In addition to an adequate appro- 
priation for installing urinals, modern porcelain closets, etc.. building for quar- 
tering the employees, we would recommend a new up-to-date hospital costing 
approslmately SIO.OOO. and the old one converted into an Isolation hospital. 
The changes and additions herein mentioned we believe would meet the require- 
ments necessary to properly care for the old soldiers at the Federal Soldiers' Home 
at St. Jamee. Mo.

BEFOBT OF INSPECTION OF STATE HOSPITAL NO. 4, FARMINGTON 

Whereas, at a regular meeting of the State Board of Health, we were ap- 
pointed to visit and inspect State Hospital No. 4 at ForminBton, Mo., and In the 
performance of that duty, on September 23, 1614, we visited that Institution and 
it Is our pleasure to submit the following report; 

State Hospital No. 4 was established and a commission appointed for Its lo- 
cation by our General Assembly In 189B. Three hundred and ninety-one sores 
were purchased near Farmington, Mo., and the necessary buildings were construct- 
ed and the hospital opened for patients January 1, 1003. 

During the twelve years of its existence there has been a steady growth until 
today it Is recognized as one of the most important and substantial of any ofour 
State institutions. 

The selection of a site for this hospital was studiously considered by the 
commission, and the location selected In the foothills of the Oi:arfe3, surrounded 
by beautiful scenery, pure air. line water and almost perfect hygienic surroundings 
would be difficult to duplicate In any other part of the State. 

On reaching the grounds we found a large number of beautiful, modern 
up-to-date buildings as follows: Superintendent's residence; administration building; 
Folk building for nurses, attendants and amusements; Governor's cottage row, 
ocnaisting of the Stephens, Doclcery, Hadiey, Major, Berry, Hall and Cayce cot- 
tages; a large hospital and infirmary building, accommodating two hundred patients, 
general dining room with seating capacity for Ave hundred patients; general kit- 
chen; store room; ice plant, vegetable room; power house; machine shop; mattress 
factory; laundry; hay barn; stock barn, and preparations were being made for 
constructing a silo. In addition to the buildings above mentioned, a new building 
in process of construction for providing a place for tubercular patients. There 
has also been provided a poultry ranch, peach and apple orchard Of ftfteen acres, 
grape vineyard, strawberry and blackberry patch, three deep wells, affording an 
almost Inexhaustible supply of pure cold water; an elevated tank of S0,000 gallons 
oapaclty, beautiful .driveways and walks, all of which are in a most eioellent con- 
dition.

The new management took oharge Aug. 1, 1613, and at the close of the first 
year's work Governor Major, the Board of Managers^ offlcers and attendants are 
to be congratulated for the betterment of conditions and for the buBinees-llke man- 
agement given Soutbeaxt Mieaouri's greatest charitable institution. 

We are informed that the State has invested In Hospital No. 4.tT00.000.00. 
The per capita cost of maintenance for the last year hae been approximately 
tl69.60. There are 110 employees wltb a payroll amounting to (3,000.00 per 
month. 

During the last biennial period, the disbursementB amounted to ■434.683.66. 
The successful managing and running of an Institution of this kind is certainly a 
great task, and the expense quite heavy, but when we consider that the patients 
in this institution are all furniahed with nutritious food, well clothed, and comfort- 
ably housed and necoasary medical service supplied, we feel sure that the State 
and County's money la being weU spent. 

We found the sanitary conditions excellent. The floors of the building are 
given a daily dressing of paraffin and polislied by the use of drags In the hands of 
patients who are physically able, and who have been trained to take a pride and 
interest in keeping their home in the higheat state of sanitary perfection. We 
found the sleeping apartments well ventilated; the bedding and mattresses well 
sunned and aired, and we were informed by the Superintendent that in the event 
of any of the mattresses becoming soiled and in the least unsanitary, they were 
destroyed by being burned and a new one made at the mattress factory and furniahed 
to take its place. There. are an abundance of bed-covering in readiness for cold 
weather, our attention being eepeclally directed to stacks of heavy woolen blankets 
of the very best grade In store to add to the comforta and needs of the helpless 
unfortunate inmates of this Inatitutlon, who are Inoapacltated to take care of 
themseivee and who need the comforts of warm beds In cold and severe weather. 

The patients are given dally outdoor axercisa and necessary and free use of 
the bath aa a means of Improving the health conditions of the patients, and as n 
further understanding of the principles of Dr. Scrutchtleid upon which the manage- 
ment of this institution is based, we here quote a brief statement from him: 

"In conducting the alfairs of this institution I have never allowed politloal 
preferences, personal ambitions, nor religious sentiments to handicap mo in doing 
my duty towards the unfortunates committed to my charge. Of all my ofSoere 
and my employees 1 demand temperance, kindness, high morality, and efficient 
service: nothing more is expected; nothing less will satisfy me. Whatever, if any, 
degree of succeas or commendation has been attained by this hospital, must In a 
very large measure be due to the liberal, broad-minded busineaa methods of my 
Board of Managers, to the efflolency and faithfulness of my loyal attendants and 
employees •*•■••! shall always strive to merit the confldonce and 
the esteem of those aaaociated with me and of those with whom we do business, 
and shall always find pleasure In doing all in my power, with the means at my dis- 
posal, for the betterment, physically and morally, of those poor unfortunates com- 

Th is hospital is now caring for six hundred and thirty patients. This is the larg- 
est number ever oondned In the institution, and on our investigation we learned \ 
many of the cottages, especially the male side, are very much over-crowded. 
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some of the Bleeplne apEtrtraeutB where It was orlgtniilly intended to aocammodats 

forty, we found the roBnageinent were compelled to furnish beds aufflolent for 
eighty occupants. This we believe should not exist, and can be remedied by a 
proper appropriation by our State LeglHlature for the purpose of furnlehing more 
bulldlnsB. The new tuberculosis bulldinit, oan relieve the condition only in a meas- 
ure,, as all tubercular patients should be strictly Isolated and not permitted to be 
boused with other patients not so infected. It is a, known fact that Hospital No, 
4 serves a larger number of counties and a larger territory than does any other 
hospital in the State. There are thirty-three counties of Southeast MlHSOurl, 
from St. Louis down to Dunklin, doing business with this hospital, and under 
adequate appropriations, there is no reason why Hospital No. 4 should not be 
one of Missouri's greatest institutions in years to come. Hence, the only pressing 
need as revealed by cur inspection of this excellent institution at the present date 
is — adequate appropriations by our State legislature for more buildlnss to reilavd 
. the over-crowded oondltlons.

The State Board of Health :— -Having been selected by your body to visit 
and report on conditions at the Missouri State Sanatorium at Mt. Vernon, we beg 
to submit thp following report: 

On October 16th, 1914, we spent all day at the institution, being courteously 
treated by Drs. Hughes and English, who took great palne to show us over the 
entire place. Including barns, etc. We found two hundred and four patients in 
the institution, some of whom were in an advanced stage of tuberculosis and some 
In an Incipient stage. The weather while we were there was very odd and we 
found the power house force considerably handicapped aa nearly one hundred 
feet of smoke stack had ^len a few days prior to our visit, but steps were already 
under way by the Board of Managers for Its immediate repair. 

We found everything In and about the Sanatorium In line shape. Including 
the various bath rooms, eto., which were In a sanitary condition, but would sug- 
gest the following four things be donfl, as in our opinion .they are needful. 

1. Children's villa, with a school attached. 

2. Another villa for adults, as conditions at present are somewhat crowded. 

3. The Immediate completion of the Domestic building, which would en- 
large the dining room and afford more space for the help employed there. 

4. The building of a bake oven.

We, your committee appointed to visit the State Industrial Home for Oirls 
at Chillicothe, desire to report aa follows; 

It would Bpcm impoBBlble for this Institution to be in a better sanitary condi- 
tion than was found by us. Every portion of the premises was found to be remark- 
ably sweet and clean. The walls and floors have been recently painted, and the 
care which is displayed In the upkeep gives it rather the air of a well-kept private 
home than of a public institution. The inmates were wholesomely busy and an 
air of cheerful content prevailed. 

It would seem that here a small hospital is needed to be used as a 
receiving ward in which girls who have been committed could be held under ob- 
servation until the determination of the existence of contagious disease oould be 
^certained, and until full recovery assured, and be isolated so that proper tref^t- 
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tnent oould be afforded. WltS this eiceptiiin, the oondlMonB suiroundtnB the In- 
mates seem. Ideal for the social betCermeDt, moral uplift and physical improye- 
ment of those who have been oommltted to Ita care. 

While the chief function of your oomcnlttee In maklns vialta la to Investl- 
Kate sanitary ooadltlons and the care of the sick, we feel that we cannot overlook 
this opportunity to commend the Bupetintendent, Mrs. Clay, and her able corps 
of aeeistants, for the exceedingly able and Bucceesful elTorts which have been and 
are being used in behalf of the unfortunate girls who have been committed to their 
oare. By precept and daily example they are being unquestionably led Into 
higher Ideals of living, and the Institution, under the present manage meet , stands 
for the greater good of the class committed to Its hands.

Ws, your ooinmlt(«e appointed to visit the State Hospital No. 3, at Nevada, 
Mo., beg to report that the eaoitary condition of the buildings and surroundings is 
* Ideal in every respect. We think Dr. Bradley and his corps of efficient assistants 
are deserving of the highest commendation for their iDteillgent and untiring efTorts 
to render the inmates not only comfortable but to safeguard them by the atrlotest 
sanitary measures. 

We found the hospital, or that part of the aeylum set apart for the treatment 
6t those sick of different maladies, very much over-crowded, and In the way of 
hydro-therapeutics they are not as well provided for as they should be. Hydro- 
therapeutics la regarded as one of the most important adjuncts in the treatment ot 
the insane and we should have been pleased to have found better equipment In 
this line. 

One of the most vital considerations In the preservation at health is tha care 
of the mouth and teeth. No provlBlon having been made for this Important 
feature we think it would be fortunate if the services of a competent dentist oould 
be secured to visit the different State Hospitals and render such aid as in his Judg- 
ment would be neoeseory. 

As to the management we have nothing but words of praise for the super- 
intendent and every one connected with the institution.

The sanitary conditions are In excellent shape, considering tha fact that the 
buildings are not of modern construction. To secure ideal sanitary conditions 
in an Institution as crowded and inadequate as this one is would seem an Impassibil- 
ity; but every effort Is being made by the Superintendent and his assistants to keep 
the buildings and surroundings perfectly dean. It seems almost incomprehen- 
sible that an Institution of this character and with as many Inmates as it has should 
be without a hospital. Adequate and proper care of the insane who are also, in a 
majority of InstanoBs, sick folks demands treatment that can be properly given 
only In a modern hospital. It seems to us that this addition should be made to 
the inatitutlon at the earliest practicable date. We also think that the epiletplo 
Insane should be segregated and not brought Into contact and association with 
tbose in whom treatment promises some measure of relief; and in the present 
crowded condition of hospital No. 2 this seems Impossible, however we commend 
the efforts of the Superintendent for the efforts being made to carry out this Idea 
as far aa practicable. 

The hydro-therapeutic equipment of this Institution la excellent and much 
Tf^UD Is derived tberettom. 
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No provlelon hitB baen made for a deotlst to look after tli« teeth of the In- 
matea and we think thia the moat important addition to the corpa of aaslatanta 
that should be made at once.

The srounde were In good condition and all weeds had been kept cut, ail trees 
had been whitewashed, and the general appearance was that of a well kept home, 
with the exception that some of the bulldlntts needed painting. The cottages, 
which are occupied by men and their wives who are able to wait on themaelves. 
all looked neat and well kept. The Superintendent 'a residence Is badly In need of 
repalra. 

In hospltai No. 1. which Is occupied by men and women not able to wait on 
themselves, we found the toilets small and Insumclent In number and not very 
clean. The same tolleta are used by both men and women. The walla are in bad 
condition and need repairing, espeolallj' painting. The kitchen Is unsanitary and 
not properly ventilated, besides it Is too small. The dining room Is very crowded. 
The rooms In this building are all well kept, to the credit of the^women. 

In the main building, used exclusively by men, we found the ventilation very 
bad and the tolleta, which were passable, not as clean as might be but probably 
aa clean as poaalble to keep them. They were all working good, but there waa 
quite an odor noticeable in all the toilet rooms. The whole building Is goorly 
ventilated. The kitchen was In fair condition. The commissary departm£<nt is 
In the basement of this building and is well kept, but the floor Is In bad condition 
and needs repairs. The porches all need painting. 

The dormitory building la in fair condition but the same poor ventilation 
exists In the toilets. The need of paint is very evident In this building. They have 
a email frame houee which la occupied by those with communicable dlaeaaea. 
Tbla la not a line building, but at present answera the purposea very well. 

The water supply is obtained from deep wells which are very satisfactory. 

They have a nice herd of Holsteln cows which supply milk for the home In 
limited quantities. 

The laundry was clean. Some new machinery had lately been added which 
made It very complete. 

There are thlrty-sU conflned to their beds in wards set apart for this purpose. 
The most of the Inmates seemed satlsfled and contented. We asked several how 
they liked It, and the general answer was: "If not satlsfled, we ought to be".

BEPOBT OF INSPECTION OF STATE HOSPITAL NO. 1, FCLTON. MO. 

We, your committee appointed to make an inspection of the sanitary and 
hygienic conditions of State Hospltai No. 1, located at Fulton, Mo., beg leave to 
make the following report of inspection made on the 5th day of November, 1914, 

By the courtesioB extended and aBsistance given by the Superintendent and 
attendants we were shown the general management of the hospital as well aa the 
aanltary and hiyglenic conditions of the Institution. 

Every detail appeared to be managed very ayatematlcally ; there was no^fftn- 
fusion, no unnecesaary noise, no evidence of mistreatment of the inmates dud no 
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look obBlrs. look beds, or Btri^slit Jaoketa to be found. Tbe patients were all 
quiet Bud were ail cleao, as well as the beds and bedclothlng. Man^ of tbe beds 
are sood aubatantial Iron bede, while there are quite a few old beds that would be 
well to be discarded or be re-enameled. The toilets were all In good working 
condition, while there are some that need replacing with new ones. The rooms 
were as tree from odor as poaalble to malce them. 

The fioors were all clean, hut many of them are made of soft lumber and are 
becoming badly worn and to enable them to be kept in proper oondltion should be 
replaced with hardwood floors. The oeilingB in many of the wards are oraoked 
and not in the condition they should be. There are quite a few wards with metal 
ceillngB which seem to Kl^e perfect satlBfaction. and we think that all oeliinga should 
be metal. The plastering on many of the walla le cracked and needs repairing. 
Many of them need a coat of paint as well, on the woodwork and the exterior of 
most of tbe buildings. 

The bath rooms were all In good oondltion. In some wards we found botb 
bath tubs and shower bathe. Some of the tubs are old and it is Impossible to keep 
them olean. They should be replaced with new ones. Showers are not always 
satisfactory with patients who are not able to bathe themselves. 

In the dining rooms we found everything clean and In a good sanitary condition. 
In the kitchens of some wards there is need of some new sinks. For the main 
kitchen we cannot say so much. The oelling is in a bad condition and we were 
told that owing to the steam it is impOBsible to keep, it clean with .paint. The 
walls are in poor condition, the ventilation is bad and on account of being under 
the wardB it seems impossible to properly ventilate it. We recommend that aome 
steps be taken towards obtaining a more sanitary kitchen. The garbage Is handled 
in a very sanitary manner, by being emptied into a wagon and hauled away to the 

The hospital building was found In excellent condition' In regard to the oper- 
ating room, wards, toilets, and kitchen. This building is very commendable for 
an institution of this kind. 

The tuberoular building was found in a perfect sanitary condition and oertafnly 
nils a long needed place for these unfortunates, a place where they can be isolated 
from the non>tubercular patients and can have special diet, sunlight, ventilation, 
and whore everything Is kept scrupulously clean. 

We found at this institution an eitra fine herd of Holstein oows which furnish 
milk for the patients. We visited the barn at milking time- and found the milk- 
ing done and cared for4n a sanitary way. 

The same generous and courteous treatment was given your committee in- 
specting this institution as was extended by the superintendents and employes of 
the other Institutions which we visited.

After a careful inspection of the sanitary conditions and li 
tbe Honte for Epileptics and Feeble-Minded, located at Marshall, Mo., your com- 
mittee hereby submits the following report: 

First. The lawn is clean and neatly kept. The surrounding grounds which 
belong to the institution are free from rubbish, fllth and decomposing matter, 
being used for raising diversified crops and grazing purposes. The buildings are 
on the cottage plan; all being connected by corridors. They are well ventilated 
and heated from one plant by steam heat. About one half the number of cottages 
In the original plan are completed and at this time every available space is In use. 
There are 486 inmates. One hundred and sixty of this number areepllcfitics. The 
other three hundred and twenty-six are feeble minded of every degree of imbecility 
to the lowest type — those who have to be fed and cared for as an infant without 
any hope of the least improvement through life. When the original plan is com- 
pleted tbis Will be a beautiful system almost perfect in detail. These cottages 
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are kept very clean from baeement to garret; the polished floors simply shine and 
not a apeolt of dirt 1b to be eeen. The olosete are clean. No offenaive odors of 
any kind were noticeable in any part of these buildingH, due to absolute cleanllnesa 
and eood ventilation. The commisBary department, kitchen and dining hall all 
bear the same evidence of oare and cleanliness. The water supply Is good. 
coming from two deep welis. The sewage Bystem Is modem and sanitary In every 
respect . 

Second. As to Immediate needs, Tbeee cottages all have modern Are es* 
oapes except one. It la obvious that this should be Immediately supplied. The 
water Is being pumped from two deep wells into a large underground vat or ciBtern 
from which it Is pumped by engine oyer the building and grounds. There is 
Immediate .demand for a sufficient Btandpipe to furnish water by pressure to ex- 
tinguish Sre which 1b liable at any time to break out in any one of these beautiful 
oottageB. There is a girls' department Just completed at an expense to the State 
Of (65,000 but cannot be used for lack of corridor oonnecttng it with the dining 
room and other parts of this system of cottagsB. The corridor will have to be 
built before it can be heated. These connections can be made with small expense 
to the State and will make room for some 300 more Of our 1000 unfortunates through 
out the state who are begging for admiEsion. 

We highly commend the present Superintendent, Dr. Wilson, ae one pe- 
culiarly adapted to this work.

Vour committee, appointed to investigate the sanitary conditions of the 
training school for boya at BoonTille, Mc, begs leave to make the following 

They have in this training school 498. boys: les of this number are btaok, 
and 333 white. 

ThiB Is truly a school for educating and training the incorrigible youtha of 
MlBBOurl. Of course the blacka and whites are trained separately throughout the 
entire training system. 

We found the administration building In good sanitary condition as to heat- 
ing, ventilation, water system and olosets. 

Passing from the administration building to the main dining room for the 
boya we found this to be a large well ventilated and well lighted room suOlolently 
large for this size school. This room was found in fairly clean condition, except 
the walls which were very much in need of kalsominlng or painting as they are 
very dingy and dirty looking. 

The main kitchen was found to be In perfectly sanitary condition. The com- 
missary room and supplies were all kept in good condition. 

The hospital we found hardly an up-to-date Institution, yet it la probably 
sumdent for the demand. They do not seem to have much sickness among the 
boys and few operations are performed. The closets were not well arranged as 
they maintain open stools in the dormitory which ahould be remedied by cutting 
off a lavatory room for this purpose. 

There are eleven school buildings, with basement for shower baths and closets, 
and alao a dormitory above the Bchoolroom. In each instance we found the base- 
ments, dormitories, and schoolrooms kept In very clean, sanitary condition; but 
the dormitory in which from forty to sixty boys sleep have one open fltool in one 
corner of the dormitory room which is exposed to the gaze of all who occupy the 
dormitory. Now for the sake of common decency we recommend that a lavatory 
room be built around these stools. 

They have, for the convenience of students out at work or exercising on 
the grounda, a largo stool room aome thirty feet square with trough around next 
to the wall on three sides of this building and stools over this trough. There are 
probably three or four hundred boys who use this stool room dally and It Is only 
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flushed once a day, each mornlnB- 
therefore recommend that a 
least every half hour. 

When these condltlonB are remedied we feel that the place will be In aanitary 
condition, as it Is under good management and every effort IH being made to teach 
and control the boys and thus give them higher ideals through life.

BEPOBT or VISIT TO BETHANT. MO., SMALLPOX. 

On last Wednesday 18th Inat., I visited Bethany tn reeponae to a call from t>r. 
li. R. Webb, through the Seoretary. where I found the ueual oonditions in a small- 
pox eptdemlo, namely: — A division of opinion In diagnosis, and an inBufflolent 
support by the city authorities of the Health omcer. 

I called a meeting of the mayor and city council', and bad an agreement en- 
tered into by which the health oIBcer, I>r. Xi. R. Webb, has been given hearty 
support and sufDcient help to enable him to quarantine, rigidly, and effectively 
stamp out the epidemic, of which there are about twenty cases distributed among 
Biz families. I also had a conference with Dr. P. H. Broyies, County Health 
OCBcer, relative to a large number of cases of scarlet fever and dlpbthsria in the 
County of Harrison, and am sure he Is diligent and effective In his oOloial capacity. 
I expect no further complaint from Bethany, or Harrison County.

BBFOBT or VISIT TO BLACKWBIX, MO., SMALLPOX. 

Complying with the request at the Secretary I visited Blaokwell on the 10th, 
for the purpose of investigating conditions of smailpoz at that place and vicinity. 

Falling to meet Dr. Stelnmetz at his otflce, I made an efTort to reach him by 
phone, but owing to an electric storm and heavy rain the night before, the telephone 
system was In bad order, and I failed. The Doctor lived on the opposite side of 
the river, and it was Impossible for bim to reach his omce, as the river was out of 
its banks to the extent of covering about one-half mile of the railroad track and 
completely surrounding the depot witfc baok-watar. 

I called on Dr. Butler and had an interview with him, and was tnronned 
that there were only two families Infected at the present time near Blackwell, 
but there bad been a. number of cases reported In the vicinity of TtfT, In Washington 
County. He Informed me that there had been quite a number of the people vac- 
cinated and tbat quarantine measures had been carried out by talm and Dr. Steln- 
metz, as local physicians of the place, to the extent of putting up the yellow flag, 
and instructing parties to stay In; but to a certain extent the Instructions had been 
disregarded ; partly due to the fact that no provisions had been made for supplying 
water and other necessaries of life. 

I Insisted that in addition to putting up the yellow flag and Instructions 
to parties to stay In, that the County Phyaician, of the county in which the family 
lived, be notllled that ho and the county court might provide the means for dally 
visits to the house by the constable or other person appointed for that purpose to 
see that water and suob provisions tbat the family might need were properly 
provided; that there be no necessity for any member of the family to leave the 
homb to obtain the necessaries of life. After these provisions were made 
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county, If there were any Tiolatlons of the rules of quarantine to notify the Pra- 
aeoutlng Attorney that he might institute legal proceedinss against the offendinB 
party and compelled strict obaerTance of quarantine rules. 

I notiaed one of the Judgea of the County Court of St. Francois County, who 
informed me that he would look Into the matter, and I believe the foundation le 
now laid for stamping out smallpox in the vicinity of Blackwell.

Found at the place a well marked case of smallpox and also that a oblid from 
the house was then attending the public school at Middle Grove. Mo. 

Gave advioe as regards quarantine, also as to the immediate removal of the 
child from school and that the school building be at once fumigated.

I, this day, at the urgent request of three doctors of Contralla, visited their 
town where I found Ave cases of smallpox in one family. There was a great deal 
of contention as to the nature of the disease and the family were threatening the 
doctors as to what tbey were golne to do. The school board were very much 
exercised over it, as they did not want their school broken up this year. Every- 
body seemed satistled when I diagnosed the case as smallpox and requested that 
everybody be vaccinated. I believe they are now in a position to handle the 
disease as it may appear.

BBPOBT OF VISIT TO VALLBV PABK, MO., SCABLBT FEVBB. 

On October 10th, I was notlfled by the Health Commissioner of St. Louis 
County that ther^ was an epidemic of scarlet fever at Valley Park, Mo., and that 
the local physicians and the County Commissioner did not seem to be able to get 
it under control owing to the Tact that the residents would not obey quarantine 
regulations imposed by the commissioner. On October 14th, at the request of 
the Health Commissioner, Dr. G. C, Eggers, I accompanied him to Valley Park 
and there conferred with the president of the school board as to its continued 
quarantine, and the quarantine of the picture shows to children. The local phy- 
sician reported one case where the parents openly defled quarantine. We visited 
this house seeing both parents and patient. The parents assured us, after knowing 
we were a part of the State Board of Health that in the future the quarantine 
regulations would be adhered to. The patient we found in this house was in bed 
but bad been out and mingling with other children. The disease we found to be 
of the milder type and when the children seemed better they were allowed to go 
out before desquamation had ceased or before the physician in charge had per- 
mitted them to do BO. This epidemic has been going on for some time and the 
local physicians were becoming alarmed and there seemed to be a general dis- 
quietude among the residents. 

I learned from the Health CommisBioner that the county physicians were not 
required to report contagious cases; therefore It seems reasonable that as this 
epidemic has come about In that way the State Board of Health would do well to 
recommend legislation along those lines and make more stringent the laws of 
quarantine, both of which were reBponsible. I believe had they not been so lax 
this present epidemic would have been avoided.

It was moved by Dr. R. L. Wills that we establish reciprocal 
relations with Oklahoma on the basis of licentiates who had the 
same degree of proficiency as required by Missouri at the time 
their hcenses were issued in Oklahoma, and reserve the right in 
all cases to exclude all whose qualifications seem deficient in any 
w4y. The" motion was seconded by Dr. Son. 

After some' discussion the question was called for and vqted 
on with the result that it carried. Therefore reciprocal relations 
exist between Missouri and Oklahoma as above. 

It was moved by Dr. Adcock that the next meeting of the 
Board be held in Jefferson City, Mo., January 1st and ^nd. 
Motion carried 

The case of Dr. G. L. Dines, of Fredericktown, Mo., who was 
charged with selling intoxicants illegally, was called for trial. 
The doctor was present, represented by attorneys Edw. D. An- 
thony and Chas. B. Stark, who acknowledged service tor the 
doctor, waived a reading of the charges, and filed a motion tor 
dismissal of the case, claiming that the Board had no jurisdic- 
tion in the matter, which point was argued at some length by 
them. 

The Chair then issued the following ruling upon the motion 
to dismiss: "The defendant is charged with violation of the law 
in selling liquor illegally, which the Board holds is unprofessional 
and dishonorable conduct under Sec. 8317 (R. S. 1909); therefore 
the motion to dismiss is overrnled and the case ordered to trial." 

To which the defendant's counsel repHed: "We object to 
the introduction of any testimony in the case against Dr. G. L. 
Dines for the reason that specifications mentioned in these charges 
are not such specifications as are mentioned in Sec. 8317 of the 
statutes .and therefore this Board has not authority to hear the 
charges against Dr. Dines." 

Thereupon the testimony on both sides of the case was heard 
and several exhibits offered, of court records and prescriptions. 

The prosecution was represented by attorney, Jos. F. Chil- 
ton, of Frederickton, Mo. 

The Board went into executive session, and decided to re- 
serve judgment in the case until the January meeting in Jefferson 
City. 

The case of Dr. J. W. Peckstein, of Kahoka, Mo., who was 
charged with being an habitual drunkard, was call^^^^^^J^^ 
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doctor was present, without attorney, and plead not guilty as 
charged. Mr. W. T. Rutherford was present as legal adviser 
of the Board. In the examination of witnesses Dr. Peckstein 
acted in his own behalf in questioning and made a statement of 
his case to the Board, besides going on the witness stand and sub- 
mitting to questioning by the prosecution. 

The Chair issued the following order in the case: "Decinon 
in your Case, Dr. Peckstein, is reserved until our January meeting 
in Jefferson City, Mo., at which time we will decide your case 
and notify you of our decision." 

It was moved and voted that the next examinations be held 
in St. Louis. Mo., March 22-23-24, 1915. The Chfiir appointed 
Drs. J. A. B. Adcock, T. A. Son and M. R. Hughes to conduct 
this examination. 

The Board adjourned, to meet January 1st and 2nd, 1915, 
at Jefferson City, Mo.

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Tuberculosis. 

During the year the examinations of sputum consti- 
tute 45.1 per cent of the total number of specimens examined. 
Of these 28.1 per cent were proven positive. Undoubtedly 
some specimens were reported negative which contained the 
bacilli, though they were not to be found by the ordinary method 
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of examination; therefore, when possible, it is advisable to use 
the anti-formin method for examination, whereby the cases 
in the earlier stages who are discharging very few of the bacilli 
may be detected. It is to this class of cases that the greatest 
service is due, who may, while yet in the incipient stage, re- 
ceive the alarm about their condition and hasten to assist nature 
in its attempt to cure. * 

Typhoid Fever. 

The examinations of specimens for typhoid fever have 
shown a relative increase and the records show that there has 
been little short of an epidemic in various parts of the state. 
Some of these have been personally investigated and the source 
of infection satisfactorily determined. 

TABLE NO. IV.

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Diphtheria. 

As a whole this class of examinations has shown the greatest 
increase over those of the previous year. 

These specimens are always given preference and reported 
as. promptly as possible, although such reports must usually 
be received rather late in the disease, after the tentative diagnosis 
has been made and the anti-toxin given. Nevertheless, these 
reports are of valuable aid to the establishing and removal of<?Ic 
quarantine. 
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It is very gratifying to note the increasing number of re- 
lease cultures that are being submitted, for this is one of the 
more important procedures in controlling the disease. 

Water. 

As regards the public or Individual health, there is no 
article for daily consumption which should concern us more 
than the water of which we drink. That such is of vast im- 
portance is plainly evident from the ever increasing demand 
for such examinations. A few months ago the State Public 
Service Commission saw fit to require at regular intervals a 
certificate of purity of the water supplied by every public utility 
of the State. The Treasury Department of the United States 
requires a semi-annual certificate from the comjnon carriers 
of all water supplied by them to their passengers in their inter- 
state traffic, a majority of which examinations are made at, this 
place and certificates issued when the results are favorable. 

Specimens from a great many public schools and private 
supplies have been examined, and from the constant requests 
for advice concel-mng the providing and locatiitg of such supplies 
it is evident that some field work in this direction would result 
in great good. 

Rabies and Anti-Rabic Treatment. 

Of the sixteen specimens of suspected rabies received for 
examination five were found to be positive. A number of the 
specimens received during the summer months were in such 
a state of decomposition that a satisfactory examination was 
impossible. 

The administration of the anti-rabic treatment at the 
laboratory was added to the duties of the department the 
first of the year. The first request for the same was received 
in August. Since that time twelve patients have been treated. 
These require twenty-one days treatment each and there was 
administered a total of two hundred and ninety-two treat- 
ments.

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Animal Inoculations. 

During the first part of the year there was made seven 
animal inoculations for diagnosis in suspected cases of rabies 
and genito-urinary tuberculosis. The results of these were 
highly satisfactory, but owing to the lack of assistance the 
work has been temporarily discontinued. This is frequently 
the only early method of diagnosis in these cases, and it is to 
be hoped that the work may soon be resumed. 

Operation and Equipment. 

. The laboratory has now been in operation for -five years. 
While still in its infancy it is very gratifying to note the ever 
increasing demand for service, which is indicated in Table 
No. II which shows an increase in the number of examina- 
tions by 12 per cent over the total for 1913. 

Heretofore the laboratory with its equipment has been 
sufficient to meet the demand but this demand has long since 
passed the capacity of .one man and under the present cir- 
cumstances it is hardly possible to do justice to the duty as- 
sumed or to the service expected. > 

The work has been conducted with the greatest possible 
economy, no expenditures being made during the year except 
for a small supply of maihng cases and the necessary supplies 
for the routine work: All of the culture media used, which 
amounts to about seven thousand tubes, was made in the labora- 
tory, the preparation of which requires no small amount of 
time and greatly divides the attention which might be used 
to advantage otherwise. 

At present in addition to the services of a capable assis- 
tant, we are greatly in need of a new microscope, an adequate 
supply of the various mailing cases as furnished for the trans- 
portation of specimens, and additional room. Our one room 
is now very crowded and our supplies, which are rather bulky, 
are kept in a very inconvenitently accessible warehouse. Also 
the administration of the anti-rabic treatment in the labora- 
tory proper is a most hazardous procedure because of the 
numerous infectious and contagious materials being handled. 

Our hbrary is very limited. It contains practically noth- 
ing upon this line of work; and a few volumes of the latest 
works on clinical and microscopical diagnosis would be of in- 
valuable service in replying to the numerous inquiries receiv^ii i 
as well as an aid to efficiency in the work. ' ^ o 
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Regular reports are complied for the quarterly bulletin, 
in which is given information as regards the use and methods 
of the laboratory.

Vital Statistics for 1913. 

Statistics compiled in the Vital Statistics Bureau of the 
State Board of Health reveals the fact that the health of the State 
for year 1913 compared favorably with that of previous years 
during the time Missouri has been a part of the registration area 
of the United States. 

For the year ending December 31, 1913, there were reported 
by the Local Registrars throughout the state a total of 42,130 
deaths and 75,231 births. 

The death rate in the State for this period was 12.79 per 
1.000 population and the birth rate was 22.80 per 1,000. 

In 1912 there were 42,139 deaths, or nine more deaths than 
in 1913. For the same year there were 75,452 births, or 221 more 
births than in 1913.

A Comparison of Birth and Death Rates. 

A comparison of the birth rate by counties shows Dunklin 
county to have the highest birth rate in the State, which is 45.00 
per 1,000 population, with Lafayette a close second, having a 
rate of 24.10 per 1,000. 

McDonald county showed the lowest birth rate which is 
10.04. 

Webb City leads all the principal cities in the State with a 
birth rate of 31.48 per 1,000 population, while Jefferson City 
shows the lowest, a rate of 15.95 per 1,000. The birth rate in other 
cities is as follows:

The foregoing table shows the birth rate for all the cities of 
10,000 population and over to be 20.97 per 1,000 population. 
The birth rate for the rural section of the State was 15.51. 

With the exception of Webb City and Springfield which 
shows a rate of 31.48 and 23.97 the rate in all the nine Important 
cities was lower than that for the entire State which was 22.81. 

This table further shows that the death rate in the cities 
of 10,000 population and over were higher than the death rate 
for the entire State, which was 12.8.

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Infant Mortality. 



By consulting the above table it is shown that of the 42,130 
deaths reported in 1913, 2,421 or 5.74 per cent of these occurred 
in infants under one Week of age. Three hundred and fifty- 
seven of this last number were due to "Congenital Malforma- 
tions", while 1,995 were due to "Congenital debility" (Icterus, 
scleoma, etc.) and other diseases peculiar to early infancy. 

An interesting age period as a factor in the caijse of death is 
that from three to eleven months. Three thousand two hundred 
and one deaths occurred during this period, or a per cent of 7.59 
of all deaths during the year 1913. 

The chief and interesting causes of these deaths {because 
largely ' preventable) were "Diarrhoea and enteritis." One 
thousand eight hundred and twelve deaths during this age period 
were due to the above causes, or, in other words, 56.6 per cent 
of all children dying from three to eleven months of age were 
victims of diarrhoea and enteritis. 

The mortality under five years of age from all causes is 
shown to be 24.49 per cent of the total deaths for the year. 

Diarrhoea and Enteritis — (Under Two Years of Age.) 

The above terms for statistical purposes include cholera in- 
fantum, gastroenteritis, milk infection, intestinal toxaemia, etc. 
During the year 1913 returns to the Central Bureau numbered 
1,813, showing the above as the cause of death of children under 
two years of age. This is a death rate of 55.02 per 100,000 popu- 
lation. 

These diseases are largely seasonal ones, 1,494 of the 1,813 
deaths occurring in the five months from June to October in- 
clusive. The seasonal predominance is known to be due to faulty 
feeding and hygiene, both of which factors are largely capable of 
correction. Dirt, filth, infected milk and food are the chief 
causes. Thorough campaigning on the part of those who are in 
position to teach and instruct will materially reduce the death 
rate.

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Typhoid Fever. 

Typhoid fever caused 845 deaths in the State during the 
year 1913, or in other terms, 25.62 persons out of every 100,000 
population died of this disease. 

Typhoid fever is a preventable disease. Its existence in a 
community, as some one has so well said, is largely a measure of 
the sanitary intelligence of the community. 

The existence of this disease will cease when, through 
proper sanitary and hygienic regulations, the food and drink of 
the people becomes free from the germ causing it. 

Measles. 

For the year 1913, 470 deaths due to measles were reported 
to the Central Bureau, the death rate being 14.27 per 100,000 
population. The death rate due to this disease in the United 
States registration area for the year 1910 was 12.3 per 
100,000 population. 

The diseases which so frequently coexist with measles, or, 
are so often sequelae of the disease, are the chief factors in causing 
death, the principal secondary diseases being broncho-pneumonia 
and lobar pneumonia. Measles is assigned as the cause of death 
in all those cases in which the usual accompanying conditions 
have existed. 

Scarlet Fever. 

One hundred and forty-four deaths were caused by scarlet 
fever during the year 1913. The death rate being 4.37 per 100,- 
000 population. 

Thousands of cases of so-called "scarlet rash" are constantly 
permitted to mingle among the well, and in many sections of the 
State little or no regard is paid to the quarantining and suppres- 
. sion of this disease. 

Whooping ^Lough. 

Whooping cough caused during the year 1913, 362 deaths, a 
rate of 10.9 per 100,000 population, a rate approaching that of 
diphtheria and croup, which was 18.06 and a rate far exceeding 
that of scarlet fever, which was 4.37. 

Too many are dying from this disease in Missouri, and the 
chief underlying cause is ignorance as to the seriousness and high 
mortaUty it possesses. It is the rarest exception that a case of 
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this disease is quarantined or even isolated in the rural sections 
of the State and in most of the cities having a population of 10,- 
000 and over. 

The laws of the State concerning the control of infectious 
diseases are so primitive as to be little more than useless. But 
little progress can be made in saving the lives of our citizens until 
adequate public health laws are enacted, the chief of which needed 
is a law requiring the reporting to the proper authorities of all 
cases of contagious and infectious diseases. 

DiPHTHEMA AND CrOUP. 

During the year 1913, 595 deaths resulted from diphtheria 
and croup; a death rate of 18.06 per 100,000 population. 

Croup is classified with diphtheria in the "International 
Classification" and is understood to be the same disease as diph- 
theria. The word "croup" should not be used as a cause of 
death. 

Diphtheria is one of the contagious diseases that should in a 
few years almost cease to exist, since by the early use of antitoxin 
most cases of those ill of the disease may be cured, while an im- 
munizing dose of the remedy administered to those exposed to the 
disease will prevent its appearance. 

Influenza. 

To influenza was charged the cause of 434 deaths during the 
year 1913. This is a death rate of 13.17 per 100,000 population. 

It is unquestionably true that too many deaths are charged to 
this disease due to faulty and loose diagnosis. Many cases of 
bronchitis, pneumonia and diseases presenting catarrhal symp- 
toms are diagnosed as influenza, in which cases the specific cause 
of this disease, the influenza bacillus, is absent. 

Tuberculosis — All Forms. 

Four thousand eight hundred and seventy-eight deaths from 
this disease were recorded as having occurred in the State during 
the year 1913, a death rate of 148.U per 100,000 population. 

While this disease continues to head the list in its death toll, 
there seems to be a gradual decline in the death rate throughout 
the registration area. In 1909, it was 160.8 and in the year 1910 
it was 160.3. For the ten year period, 1900 to 1909, the annual 
average rate was 183. ^ GooqIc 
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Pellagra. 



There were registered in the Central Bureau for 1913, twen- 
ty-tour deaths as due to the above title, a death rate of .72 per 
100,000 population. 

While this disease is probably not of recent occurrence in the 
United States, yet it has only been during the past very few years 
that much effort has been spent in its study. 

Through vital statistics returns since 1900 it is found that 
two deaths were reported in the United States registration area 
for that year, two in 1903 and one in 1904. 

A marked increase appeared in the returns for 1909, which 
showed 116 deaths, .while during 1910, 368 deaths were reported. 

Cancer. 

Cancer caused 2,279 deaths in the State during 1913, a rate of 
69.22 per 100,000 population. This rate is lower than that in the 
United States registration area for the year 1910, which rate was 
76.2. This last was the highest ever recorded. 

Cancer as a cause of death seems to be increasing. This is 
not only true in the United States, but in all countries. It is to 
be remembered, however, that more perfect diagnoses are now 
being made, and also that because of improved health conditions 
more people are hving to the age when cancer is most hkely to 
develop, 

This disease is one which may be cured in many by surgical 
means, if diagnosed and treated in its incipiency. Every means 
possible should be observed in educating the public as to the 
early symptoms of this disease. 

Acute AnterIor Poliomyelitis — Infantile Paralysis. 

Twenty-five deaths occurred in the State in 1913 from this 
disease, or, in other words, a death rate of .75 per 100,000 popula- 
tion. 

In 1909 a death rate in the United States registration area of 
1.1 was recorded. In 1910, a death rate, in this same area, of 
2.7 was recorded. 

The tables following contain the month, sex and age dis- 
tribution in Missouri for 1913. .24 per cent of deaths from 
this cause occurred in children under five years of age. 
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Organic Diseases of the Heart. 

Under the above title all organic diseases of the heart are in- 
cluded (chronic valvular diseases, myocarditis, etc.) There was 
returned to this oflQce 2,701 death certificates on" which the various 
organic diseases of the heart was given as acause of death, this 
being a death rate of 82.01 per 100,000 population. 

From "other diseases of the circulatory system" (pericardi- 
tis, chronic endocarditis, diseases of the arteries, etc.) '2,550 deaths 
resulted, being a death rate of 77.42 per 100,000 population. 

This last given rate, added to the above rate of 82.01 per 
100,000 population, which was the per cent of those dying from 
organic heart diseases, shows that all "diseases of the circulatory 
system" was responsible for 5,251 deaths, or a death rate of 159.43 
per 100,000 population. 

Pneumonia — All Forms. 

Pneumonia (all forms) resulted in 4,070 deaths during the 
year 1913, a rate of 123.58 per 100,000 population. 

The death rate from this disease in the United States regis- 
tration area for the year 1910 was 147.7. 

Of the 4.070 deaths from all forms of pneumonia which oc- 
curred in Missouri during the year- 1913, 2,286 of this number was 
due to lobar and undefined pneumonia, a rate of 69.41 per 100,- 
000 population. The number of deaths due to broncho-pneu- 
monia was 1,784 or a rate of 54.17. 

Pneumonia is clearly an infectious disease and shouId.be 
treated as such. Cases should be segregated and the utmost 
care should be exercised in destroying by burning the secretions 
coming from the respiratory tract. All articles coming in con- 
tact with the patient should be sterilized or disinfected just as 
though he were suffering from diphtheria or some other of the 
generally recognized infectious diseases. . 

- NEPHmTis. 

During the year 1913, 316 deaths were returned as due to 
Acute Nephritis, a death rate of 9.59 per 100,000 population. 
During the same period there were returned 2,564 certificates 
on which the cause of death was assigned as chronic nephritis, 
being a rate of 77.85 per 100,000 population. ^ ■ r 
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The sum total of deaths returned as due to all forms of 
nephritis was 2,880, a death rate of 87.44 per 100,000 population, 
a rate considerably lower than that shown in the United States 
registration area for the year 1910, which was 99. per 100,000 
population. 

The immense life waste due to diseases of the circulatory 
system and kidneys demand the most thoughtful attention of the 
American people. These diseases are largely the result of wrong 
living, eating, drinking, laboring under high nervous pressure, 
etc. 

Hand in hand with efforts made to reduce the death rate 
from infectious diseases should efforts be extended looking to a 
reduction of deaths from diseases largely due to the present day 
modes of living. 

Suicides. 

Six hundred and three deaths due to suicide occurred in the 
State in 1913, this being a death rate of 18.28 per 100,000 popu- 
lation. 

Deaths due to this cause in the United States registration 
area during 1910 showed a rate of 16. per 100,000 population. 

Of the 603 suicides occurring in this State in 1913, 296 were 
caused by poison, 156 by firearms, 58 by hanging, while the re- 
maining 93 were caused by various other means. 

Accidents. 

Accidents were responsible for 2,313 deaths in the State dur- 
ing 1913, a death rate of 70.13 per 100,000 population. 

Accidents causing the greatest number of deaths were 
traumatism by railroads, vehicles and other crushing, 569 
traumatism by fall, 438; burns (conflagration excepted), 181 
accidental drowaiag, 152; accidental poisoning, 148; traumatism 
by firearms, 122; inhalation of deliterious gases, 72; traumatism 
by animals. 70; traumatism in mines and quarries, 60; traumatism 
by machinery, 50. 

The accidents causing the remaining 651 deaths are shown 
in table No. 7 of this report. 

Homicides. 

Homicides numbered 330 in the State in 1913, a death rate 
from this cause of 13.02 per 100,000 population. Two hundred 
and five of the 330 murders were caused by firearms, thus em- 
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phasizing the fact that the law governing the carrying of "con- 
cealed weapons" is disregarded by many and further showing the 
truth as to the case with which people may come into possession 
of these deadly instruments.

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TUBERCULOSIS. 



Tuberculosis, most commonly pulmonary tuberculosis or 
consumption, is a very common and fatal disease, attacking all 
ages. It is generally contracted from one who has the disease 
or from food and drink in which the specific organism is present. 
The germ is found in the sputum, sometimes in the feces, and, 
recently, in the sweat. A cold which settles on the chest and does 
not become cured, but remains tor weeks and months should at- 
tract suspicion. The child who coughs daily should be sent to a 
physician for examination, especially if the cheeks become 
flushed in the afternoon and fatigue is easily induced. The pale, 
anaemic child, with a narrow chest is a likely subject for tuber- 
culosis. No child with this disease should be admitted to school 
unless there is special provision in the shape of an open air room. 
Good food, pure air, sunshine, plenty of outdoor exercise and only 
a moderate amount of mental work are the enemies of tuberculo- 
sis. Teachers sometimes contract tuberculosis from their schol- 
ars. Of course, no one with tuberculosis should be allowed to 
teach for not only will the pupils be endangered, but teaching is 
probably the worst thing a person with tuberculosis could do, 
Tuberculosis of the glands and joints is the most common form 
in children and they exhibit a marked tendency to heal spon- 
taneously if the general health of the child is maintained.

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THE CAUSE OF CA>(CER. 

As has been said, in one sense we do not know the "cause of 
cancer, since we have not learned what induc.es the changes in 
the character and behavior of the beginning of its rebellious and 
destructive career. But in another sense, we have much em- 
pirical knowledge as to the "causes" of cancer, that is we know 
from long recorded observation in many countries many of the 
conditions under which the disease develops. Foremost in this 
department of our knowledge is the fact that continued irrita- 
tion in a given spot is frequently followed by the disease. The 
examples are familiar to all who have read even the simplest 
accounts of the disease. Chimney sweeps develop cancer of the 
skin from irritation by the soot. Workers in tar distilleries, in 
the manufacture of grease or briquettes also seem specially sub- 
ject to skin cancer. Something in tar and pitch under such con- 
tinued exposure develops warts which break down and become 
cancers. Men employed in dye works have been observed to 
suffer from cancer of the bladder. Cancer of the tongue from 
irritation by the pipe or cigar is commonly reported. Even long 
continued irritation is not always necessary and cases are recorded 
where cancer seems clearly to have developed after a single blow 
or wound or fracture of some bone. 

THE CONTROL OF CANCER. 

While these interesting and often curious observations have 
not yet led us appreciably nearer to that absolute understanding 
of the disease which is here, as always, the aim of science, yet 
they furnish us with valuable practical guidance in the recog- 
nition of cancer in its early stages and give the chief hope at pres- 
ent of its better control. For we see in all these recorded cases, 
the prime fact that cancer is at first a local disease. If it cannot 
be cured it can be removed. Competent surgery in the early 
stages means a large percentage of cures, and the earlier the bet- 
ter. Hope lies chiefly in the first operation. Delay means not 
simply danger but as a rule, inevitable death. Many surgeons 
believe that all cancers develop from some "precancerous lesion," 
such as a wart or mole or wound or scratch that does not heal. 
If others dispute these statements as too sweeping, there is 
nevertheless absolute agreement as to the necessity of early 
recognition of the disease and prompt treatment if the death rate 
is to be reduced. But what are the facts and the knowledge and 
habits of people in this respect as we find them?

For the year 1914 there were reported to the Central Bu- 
reau a total of 71,941 births and 40,215 deaths. The month of 
March showed the highest number of births, 6,432 and May, 
the lowest number 5,170. The monthly average for the year was 
6,150. The births exceeded, the deaths by 31,726. 

The month of March showed the highest death roll, 4,171 
and January, second, with 3,673. The month showing the lowest 
death rate was September, with a total of 2,800. The 'monthly 
average of the deaths was 3,400. 

In 1913 there were 75,231 births, or 3,290 more than in 1914." 

The birth rate for the State in 1913 was 22.66 per 1,000 
population and 21.84 for 1914. 

There were 42,130 deaths in 1913, a death rate of 12.8 
per 1,000 population, while the death rate for 1914 was reduced 
to 12.2 per 1,000 population. 

While this advanced report for I9I4 is not altogether cor- 
rect, it permits of an interesting comparison with 1913 statistics 
on preceding pages of this report, and also the statistical report of 
I9I2, given in the thirtieth annual report of the State Board of 
Health. 

The following table gives a comparison of the births and 
deaths for 1914, by months.

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TYPHOID FEVER. 



Of the total of 40,215 deaths reported to the Central Bureau 
in 1914, 721 were due to typhoid fever, or equivalent to a death 
rate of 21.89 per 100,000 population. In St. Louis there were 85 
deaths from this cause and 44 in Kansas City. 

In 1914 there were 721 deaths in the State due to typhoid 
fever, a death rate of 21.89 per 100,000 population, while in 1913, 
there were 845 deaths from this cause, a death rate of 25.62. 

SMALLPOX. 

There were only 12 deaths in the State during 1914 as a 
result of'smallpox. This makes a death rate of 0.27 per 100,000 
population. The disease was mild and the mortality low. 

WHOOPING COUGH. 

There were 262 deaths from whooping cough in 1914 and 
362 in 1913. The death rate per 100,000 in 1913 was 10.9, while 
in 1914, it was 7.09 per 100,000 population. In 1912 there were 
464 deaths from this disease, a death rate of 14.08 per 100,000 
population. Thus statistics for the past two years show that 
the number of fatalities from this cause is gradually on the de- 
crease in this State. 



Measles caused 278 deaths in the State during the year, 1914, 
a death rate of 8.44 per 100,000 population. In 1913, there were 
470 from this cause, a death rate of 14.27, while in 1912, there 
were 65, a rate of 1.97. This comparison shows a remarkable 
fluctuation in deaths from this cause during the past three years. 
Evidently this is due, in a large measure, to a difference in diag- 
nosis, wherein broncho-pneumonia and lobar-pneumonia, co- 
existing diseases with measles, were assigned as the cause of 
death by the attending physicians. A noticeable fact is, that 
where there was a falling off in the number of deaths from measles, 
a corresponding decrease is shown in the number of deaths from 
pneumonia.

SCARLET FEVER. 



Scarlet fever was responsible tor 178 deaths in the State dur- 
ing the year 1914, 118 of which occurred in St. Louis city. This 
is a death rate of 5.04 per 100,000 population. 

In 1912 there were 147 deaths from this disease and 144 in 
1913, a death rate of 4.28 and 4.37 per 100,000 population. 

DIPHTHERIA AND CROUP. 

There were 644 deaths credited to diphtheria and croup dur- 
ing 1914. The death rate was 19.05 per 100,000 population. 
This disease proves to be the most fatal epidemic disease of child- 
hood. In 1912 there were 600 deaths from this cause, a death 
rate of 18.21, while 1913 showed a death rate of 18.06. 



During the year 1914, there were 2,177 deaths from cancer. 
This shows an increase in mortality from this disease over 1912 
of 19, and an increase of 102 in 1913. The death rate for 1914, 
was 66.01. The death rate for the national registration area for 
1911 was 74.3 per 100,000 population. According to the 1911 
report issued by the Vital Statistics Department of the National 
Bureau of Census, cancer has increased twenty-five per cent in 
the national area from 1901 to 1911. 

TUBERCULOSIS (ALL FORMS). 

There was a total of 4,437 deaths from all forms of tuberculo- 
sis in 1914, making a death rate per 100,000 of 13.05. This 
shows a decrease of 441 in the death rate from this disease, com- 
pared with that of 1913. 

Of the total number of deaths from this cause, St. Louis City 
reported 1,176, Kansas City 419, St. Joseph 109, Springfield 68, 
Joplin 85, Webb City 44, Hannibal 32, JefEerson City 41, Sedalia 
32, Moberly 27, St. Louis County 519. The large number of 
deaths reported from this cause from St. Louis county is due to 
the fact that a number of tuberculosis sanatoriums are located 
there. 
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EPIDEMIC CEREBROSPINAL MENINGITIS. 

The mortality from cerebrospinal meningitis during 1914 
was reduced to 48, a reduction in the loss of life from this cause 
of 115, as compared to the preceding year, 1913. 

Physicians, in assigning meningitis as a cause of death, should 
always specify whether "epidemic," or "tubercular," as such 
cases are classified under separate headings. 

PNEUMONIA. 

. From all forms of pneumonia there were 4,183 deaths re- 
ported during 1914, which was a death rate of 127.01 per 100,000 
population. In 1913, there were 4,070 deaths under this head, or 
a death rate of 123.58. Therefore, the year 1914, shows an in- 
crease of 113 over 1913. 

DIARRHEA AND ENTERITIS (UNDER 2 YEARS). 

There were 1,728 deaths of children under two years of age 
from diarrhea and enteritis during 1914, most of which occurred 
during the hot summer months. The death rate was 52.46 per 
100,000 population. In 1913, the rate was 55.05 per 100,000. 

ACCIDENTS, SUICIDES AND HOMICIDES. 

There were 1,691 deaths in 1914 due to accidental causes, 
which make a death rate of 51.06 per 100,000 population. The 
rate for 1913 was 70.13 or in other words, there were 622 more 
deaths from accidental causes in 1913 than in 1914. 

Suicide was the cause of 756 deaths in 1914, a rate of 22.09 
per 100,000. In 1913, there were 603 suicides, a death rate of 
18.28. 

There were 276 deaths in the State during 1914, due to 
homicides. This makes a death rate of 8.03 per 100,000 popula- 
tion. In 1913, there were 330 deaths from this cause, or 64 more 
than in 1914.
